Demolition 
derby 


EMOLISHING A building isn’t 
fe quite what it used to be. 

Back in the 1950s, a guy with 
an army surplus Sherman tank leveled 
a large part of West Oakland in the 
course of about two days. When the 
heat of the exhaust (or sparks from the 
electrical wiring) set parts of the old 
wooden structures on fire, he’d just 
batten down the hatch and steer by, 
peering out through a slit in the armor, 
just like the Battle of the Bulge. Any- 
thing unfortunate enough to find itself 
in his path was reduced to rubble. 

These days, you have to get permits. 
You have to follow strict, orderly pro- 
cedures, local zoning laws, fire codes, 
toxic-materials regulations, air quality 
controls. You can’t just show up in the 
morning with a 24-ton bulldozer and 
have at it. 

You can’t, that is, unless you decide 
you are completely above the law — 
like Hastings. 

Hastings College of the Law decided 
Dec. 18th that it was high time to get 
rid of a pesky old quake-damaged 
building on Golden Gate Avenue. So 
without applying for a city demolition 
permit, and apparently without inform- 
ing the state Occupational Health j 
and Safety Administration (or the ten- 
ants in any of the nearby buildings) 
and without even waiting until PG&E 
could get a crew out to turn off the 
electricity, a Hastings contractor 
showed up with a bulldozer and 
smashed the building to bits. 

Jim Balderston was on hand for the 
event, and his report appears on page 
1S. At the time, he says, he was 
startled to see that the lights were still 
on in the front of the building when 
the wrecking crew began smashing 
through its rear wall. And sure 
enough, the next day, he went back to 
the scene (to check on whether 
Hastings had started demolishing the 
building next door) and ran into a 
PG&E worker who was shaking his 
head in astonishment at the fact that 
the wires in the now-leveled building 
were still carrying juice at the time of 
the demolition. 

“T can’t believe they tore down a 
building without turning off the 
power,’’ the PG&E guy said. ‘‘They 
could have electrocuted somebody. 
They could have started a fire.”’ 

They could have done a lot of other 
nasty things, too. They could, for ex- 
ample, have exposed everyone in the 
neighborhood to dangerous airborne 
asbestos fibers. Huge clouds of dust 
rose from the structure as it fell to the 
ground — and as far as we have been 
able to determine, there was no prior 
inspection to ensure that the building 
was asbestos-free. A lot of buildings of 
that age are full of the deadly stuff. It 
wouldn’t have been too good for the 
demolition workers, either. 

If Hastings goes ahead and levels the 
rest of the block (which some critics 
suspect it plans to do), the demolition 
will also cost the city 300 low-rent hous- 
ing units, at a time when the streets and 
parks are filled with ever-increasing 
numbers of homeless people. 

That’s why there are local, state and 
federal laws on demolitions. You’d 
think the folks.who run a law school 
would understand that sort of thing.

And the walls came 


tumbling down 


ECEMBER 17, 1989: D-Day for Hastings. 
The day the law school thumbed its nose at 
the law, smirked at the people of San Fran- 


cisco and began what could become the I-Hotel . 


scandal of the 1990s. . 
And almost ngbody was there to watch it. 
As Jim Balderston describes on.page 15, the 
scene. was a classic San Francisco disaster. Two 
blocks from City Hall — two blocks from the 
Mayor’s Office, the City Attorney’s Office, the 
Board of Supervisors Chambers’ and the press 
room staffed with the Examiner’s and Chronicle’s 
all-star reporting teams, two blocks from the en- 
campment of the homeless that Mayor Agnos keeps 
trying to evict — a travesty of epic proportions was 
. underway, and nobody seemed to have-noticed. 

It was the week before Christmas, and Hastings, 
the rogue institution that claims it is accountable 
essentially to no one, was commencing a program 
of demolition that many predict will end only when 
half the block bounded by Golden Gate, McAllister, 
Hyde and Larkin is cleared to make room fora shiny 
new courthouse. 

In the process, the city will have lost 300 low-rent 
housing units, the sorts of places where a lot of the 
folks who are now crashing in the Civic Center and 
Golden Gate Park used to live. 

If almost anyone else went and tore down 300 
low-rent housing units, the city would force them 
to replace the housing. But not Hastings. 

When Hastings considers it convenient, it claims 
to be a state educational institution, part of the 
University of California, and thus exempt from 

. local laws. But when the UC regents want to try to 
tell Hastings what to do, the school insists it’s not 

- really part ’of the state university, that it operates 
onitsown. . : 

. Normally, that’s the sort of question the courts 
sort out. But in this case, the courts are hardly im- 
partial arbiters: The presiding judge of the San 
Francisco Superior Court, Ollie Marie-Victoire 
has already announced she wants a new court- 
house on the Hastings block, and many of 
her colleagues are Hastings alums. The Hasting 
board has representatives of some of the most 
powerful and prestigious law firms in town. 

Taking on Hastings is a tough job — the kind of 
job that requires a special kind of courage, an 
unusual level of political integrity and an enduring 
passion for social justice. It’s not surprising that 
nobody at City Hall seems up to the task. 


charity sometimes seems so thick you want to 

have at it with a butcher knife. It’s the season 
to help the unfortunate, the homeless, the folks who 
fell through the safety net. Everybody wants to get a 
piece of the generosity action. ‘“The Season of Shar- 
ing,’’ the Chronicle calls it. 

But amid all the hype, all the well-promoted, 
high-profile, slick do-your-good-deed-for-the- 
year programs, it’s hard to find anybody who 
wants to talk about the real reasons that citizens of 
the most prosperous nation in the history of 
modern civilization have to sleep in the streets and 
beg spare change from folks who would rather put 
their money in the nice red kettles of the Salvation 
Army, where the collectors dress in clean outfits 
and give receipts. 

But let’s face facts: There are very good reasons 
why the number of homeless continues to grow, 
why the gardeners in Golden Gate Park can’t keep 
up with the population of campers who have no- 
where else to go, why the mayor can’t get rid of the

tent city in the Civic Center. The homeless are not _ 


an act of God. They are the victims of some very 
specific policies made by very specific people in 
Washington, Sacramento — and San Francisco. 
It’s easy.to blame Reagan, Bush and Deukmejian. 
- It’s not completely unfair, either — cuts in federal 
and state social programs have contributed mighti- 
ly to the increase in homelessness. 
But local officials share the blame, too. In fact, 


one of the most important factors in the explosion. 


of homelessness is the result of decisions made 
largely by local governments — the loss of low-cost 
housing units. 

Over the past decade, tens of thousands of cheap 


residential hotel rooms have disappeared from San , 


Francisco, victims of “‘redevelopment,’’ downtown 
expansion, conversion to tourist hotels and, in a 
shocking number of cases, needless demolition. 

These days, just about everyone decries the loss 
of the International Hotel, a.cheap residential 
building that housed a community of retired 
Filipino sailors, longshoremen, ironworkers and 
laborers. In retrospect, it seems so awful, so 
pointless: An out-of-town investor with a gang of 
local lawyers was able to cut the heart out of a 
vibrant community and shatter the lives of several 
dozen senior citizens just to dig a hole that would 
stay empty for more than a decade. 

Disasters like that were the impetus for city laws 
that discourage the destruction of low-cost resi- 
dential units. In 1989, it’s illegal to tear down aresi- 
dential hotel in San Francisco unless you are pre- 
pared to build a new structure to replace the lost af- 
fordable housing units, one for one. 

Hastings doesn’t want to comply with that re- 
quirement. To do so would cost the law school 
something in the neighborhood of $30 million. In 
theory, Hastings is a public-interest non-profit in- 
stitution — but in practice, like so many others, it 
seems to be interested first and foremost in the bot- 
tom line. And the bottom line says a new court- 
house is far more lucrative than a bunch of cheap 
residential hotels. 


tion is not the fact that the Hastings directors 
are so willing to ignore the public interest to 
bring in a few extra bucks. It’s that so many public

’ officials are willing to let them get away with it. 


Sure, Mayor Agnos made a few statements 
against the demolition. Sure, at his request, the 
City Attorney’s Office went to court to seek an in- 
junction to stop the bulldozers. Sure, everyone at 
City Hall agrees it’s all very sad. 

Sure, if you také the legal approach, there was 
probably nothing more they could have done once 
the courts denied the injunction. 

But if you take the legal approach, Hastings can 
do whatever the hell it wants — and so can anyone 
else with a high-priced lawyer and a friendly judge. 

What Hastings needs is a stiff dose of hardball 
politics. Would the bulldozers have moved in if the 
mayor were standing in the way? Would the 
Hastings board have issued the order to demolish if 
the attorney general (or even, God help us, the San 
Francisco district attorney) were ready to hold a 
press conference on the site the moment the first 
brick fell? Would the school’s contractor have so 
blatantly disregarded state and federal occupa- 
tional-safety and toxic-waste laws if a team of 
reporters from the Examiner, Chronicle and all 
three local TV stations had been on hand? 

Think about it: If the folks who give such gigantic 
volumes of lip service to helping the homeless had 
been around when the homeless really needed them, 
would all this holiday charity.even be necessary? 


PS: At press time, Deputy Mayor Brad Paul joined 


a group of housing advocates in a press conference 
in front of the demolished building. Paul, who said 
he was speaking with the full knowledge and con- 
sent of the mayor, insisted that the city would do 
everything possible to force Hastings to replace the 
low-cost housing that it has destroyed, ‘once the 
dust has settled.”’ ; zi 


That’s a positive sign. Perhaps if he’s serious — 


about putting pressure on Hastings, Agnos could 
treat what appear to be major violations of state 
and local health and safety laws by the law school

The earthquake defense 


Your Dec. 6th article on Hastings College of the 
Law and its decision to demolish four buildings is 
misleading and simply misrepresents the college’s 
position. : 

As a result of the Oct. 17th earthquake, the 
buildings at 363, 355, 343 and 333 Golden Gate 
Avenue, all constructed of unreinforced brick and 
masonry, sustained serious damage. I can as- 
sure you that the board of directors did not vote to 


demolish the four college-owned buildings on’ 


Golden Gate Avenue as part of a greater master 
plan for the development of the property, but in- 
stead did so in recognition of the health and safety 
hazards those buildings pose to the college and the 
public in general. .. : 

I was disappointed particularly with your lead on 
the cover that clearly misrepresented the college’s 
position by stating that the college “‘wants to destroy 
300 units of housing.”’ Only readers who continued 
beyond the editorial and Mr. Redmond’s introduc- 
tion learned the facts; that the college plans to 
demolish, in response to earthquake damage, four 
buildings that include less than 90 units of vacant, 
uninhabitable housing. y 

We do plan to proceed with demolition prompt- 
ly, but will not do so until we meet with Mayor 
Agnos and his staff. We have worked closely with 
the mayor over the last year as participants in his 
new homeless program and are optimistic that we 
can work together to the benefit of the city of San 
Francisco and Hastings.

Tim Redmond responds: The buildings that 
make up the Hastings “‘West Block’’ contain some 
300 units of low-rent housing. Hastings has made 
no secret of its interest in eventually clearing the en- 
tire block: to build a courthouse, The school has 
also made no secret of its refusal to comply with 
city laws requiring one-for-one replacement of 
demolished housing (vacant or not). 


A personal responsibility 

Regarding the article, ‘‘Hurricane FEMA” (see 
Bay Guardian, 12/13/89): Less than two months 
after moving here, I was cast into the largest disas- 
ter relief operation I had ever taken part of. One of 
the greatest surprises to me regarding the Oct. 17th 
earthquake and its relief effort was how little most 
people were informed or prepared for such a 
disaster. In an area that has spoken frequently of 
the coming ‘‘big one’’ (and still does), it alarmed 


me that most Northern Californians had never 


heard of FEMA, nor were familiar with Red Cross 
functions until just recently. “ae: 
Certainly government agencies like FEMA and 
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volunteer organizations like the Red Cross share 
much of the responsibility for organizing an effi- 
cient disaster relief operation; however, disaster 
preparedness is not an issue to be discussed solely 
within these organizations. It is also a personal 
responsibility for all of us to be involved with and 
informed about the roles and activities of relief 
agencies in Our community in the event that 
another major quake should strike.

BART taken for a ride 


- J:A. Savage’s recent article on the BART com- . 


puter project (see Bay Guardian, 11/29/89) ac- 


* curately describes technical problems associated 


with the project, but gives Bay Guardian readers 
little insight into the political context in which 
BART contracted for a ‘‘new’’ computer system 
inadequate to serve future BART needs. 

The truth is that, as with San Francisco’s sell-out 
contracts with PG&E, this is a classic case of a 
public entity ‘‘going private” at great cost to the 
taxpayers. 

Prior to 1982, BART had a contract with the 
University of California to construct a new com- 
puter system for $16 million. Over the objections 
of director Nello Bianco and former director 
Robert Allen, the BART board dumped the Uni- 
versity of California and hired Logica, which was 
not even a low-bidder for the project. 

By the time I was elected to the board in 1986, 
Logica had been given over $15 million more than 
the original cost estimate by the University of Cali- 
fornia. Still, the board continued to shell out 
money to Logica over dissenting votes from director 
Bianco and myself until three BART directors lost the 
election in November 1988. About the same time, 
BART’s longtime general manager resigned. With a 
new board majority and management team in place 
during 1989, it was possible for us to conduct 
technical and financial auditing of Logica. 

These audits revealed that BART had been

The board did not conduct these audits for 
political reasons: The board members who had 
voted for Logica didn’t want audits to prove they 
had been wrong. 5

Manhattanizing Yosemite: 

Curry Company, the con- 
cessionaire that runs all 
Yosemite's hotels, restaurants 
and other accommodations, 
has launched.a letter-writing 
campaign in an effort to enlist 
people who have used its 
facilities to support its lobbying 
for a proposal to build more 
hotels and parking spaces in 
the already-congested 
Yosemite Valley. 

The Yosemite Action group 
of the Wilderness Society 
reports that the National Park 
Service, which runs Yosemite, 
this year conducted a_re- 
examination of its 
administration of the park 
since 1980. The conservation 
group fears this re-examina- 
tion could be a prelude to 
further development. 

What the re-examination 
showed, however, in a report 
issued last August, was that 
the Park Service has failed to 
implement its 1980 Manage- 
ment Plan for reducing the 
overbuilding and car traffic 
that already afflicts Yosemite 
Valley. 

The 1980 Management Plan 
called for a reduction in park 
staff housing by 68 percent, 
the removal of 1,030 housing 
sites and the reduction of the 
number of staff living in the 
valley from 1510 to 480. Cur- 
rently, 1290 employees still 
live in the valley, (90 percent 
of whom are concessionaire 
employees), and Curry Com- 
pany is asking for permission 
to build more permanent 
housing. 

The plan called for the 
relocation of Park Service and 
concessionaire headquarters 
to El Portal, the city just 
outside the park, but this has 
not happened. Lodging facil- 
ities for visitors were to be 
reduced by 17 percent, but the 
number of visitors has actually 
grown and Curry plans to build 
more hotels. Resort-like activ- 
ities (tennis courts, golf 
courses, car rentals, a beauty 
salon and a skating rink) were 
supposed to be removed, but 
new distractions were added 
instead: Now visitors can rent 
movies or take raft rides; only 
the golf course has been 
removed. 

Finally, planned measures 
for reducing (and eventually 
eliminating) the use of private 
cars in the park have not been 
implemented. 7

CITY NURSES’ — 
CONTRACT CALLS 
FOR COMMITMENT 
TO CHILD CARE 


FOR HOSPITAL nurses, working on a 
round-the-clock schedule, finding good 
child care can be even harder than for 
most working parents. But this fall, nurses 
at San Francisco General and Laguna- / 
Honda hospitals have been working with 
their union, Service Employees 
International Union Local 790, and the 
city toward establishing their own child- 
care program. 

Local 790 Business Agent Katherine 
Haymes told the Bay Guardian that in the 
nurses’ current contract, the city commit- 
ted $100,000 a year for three years to start 
a pilot child-care program. 

As a first step, the city and the union 
held a three-day Child Care Resource and 
Referral Fair at the hospitals in late 
September. According to a report by the 
San Francisco Children’s Council, which 
provided child-care counseling, the nurses 
and other hospital workers who attended, 
“demonstrated the tremendous need for 
accessible child care.’’ The Children’s 
Council said more than 300 nurses signed 
up to talk to counselors, filling all 
available appointments, 7 am to 5 pm for 
the three-day period. 

The union asked people who attended 
the event to fill out questionnaires about 
the nature of their child-care needs. Hilary . 
Goodkind of the Children’s Council 
analyzed the results, which will be used in 
planning the child-care program. 

Meanwhile, Haymes said, a labor- 
management committee has been ‘looking 
at what we can do for that amount of 
money [$300,000].’’ In the short run, she 
said, the fund might provide start-up 
resources for a family-day-care network 
that would reserve spaces for city nurses 
and accommodate their schedules. Lynn 
Beeson, the city’s child-care coordinator, 
said family day care might be the best way 
to provide infant care, for which the need 
is especially great. 

But the consensus, Haymes reported, 
is that for most hospital employees 
the best solution would be an on-site 
child-care center. The city money is 
not enough to subsidize fees, but the city 
could provide indirect subsidies by making 
space available. So far no such space has 
been found, although Beeson told the Bay 
Guardian her office is continuing to look 
for a site. ‘ 

The nurses’ contract is unusual in its city 
commitment to child care, but Haymes 


* said several groups within Local 790 — 


San Francisco postal workers and school 
district employees in Hayward and Albany 
— have negotiated to reserve space for 
their members in child-care centers. 

Muni drivers and other workers in the 
Transport Workers Union in San Fran- 
cisco also won child-care provisions in 
their contract signed last August. Claire 
Caldwell, executive vice president of the 
Transport Workers Union, told the Bay 
Guardian that in the two-year contract the 
.city committed $100,000 to help meet 
child-care needs, as well as money to pay a 
specialist to work with a union- 
management task force to plan for 
meeting members’ child-care needs. 

Although the contract spelled out a 


scheduie for the task force — to meet 
within 30 days and report three months 
later — the task force has yet to meet, 
according to Caldwell. She said the first 
meeting is planned for sometime around 
the first of the year. 

The same fate has befallen a similar 


. union-management child-care task force 


mandated by the city’s contract with Local 
790, covering its largest group of workers, 
the ‘‘general city workers”’ jurisdiction. It 
has seldom met, and has progressed little 
toward its goal of finding space for a city 
workers’ child-care center. 

Haymes said with her work on the 


nurses’ child-care project and other union — 


responsibilities, she has not been able to 
push the general workers’ child-care task 
force. Beeson, who has been on the job 
only a few months, said she will soon meet 
with the Transport Workers represen- 
tatives and begin working on other city 
employee child-care projects.

SF HEADSTART - 
CENTERS OPEN 
UNDER NEW 
MANAGEMENT 


WHEN SCHOOL opens again after 
Christmas vacation, so will all of San 
Francisco’s Headstart centers, most of 
which remained closed during the fall as a 
result of financial mismanagement by the 
agency that operated them, California 
Human Resources, Inc. In November, the 
Far West Laboratory for Educational 
Research took over on a temporary basis 
the administration of the federally funded 
preschool program. 

Anita Madrigal, administrative assistant 
at Far West Lab, told the Bay Guardian 
the centers will all open Jan. 3rd, after a ° 
vacation-period cleaning and redecorating. 


_ All previous Headstart staff, she said, 


were invited to come back to the program 
— some teachers have found other jobs, 
but most site coordinators and specialist 
teachers will return. 

Deborah Craig, Headstart program 
manager, said staff members are calling all 
families whose children were enrolled or 


’ applied for admission to Headstart pro- 


grams, in addition to distributing flyers 
and contacting community agencies to in- 
form people the centers will be opening. 
Since 1983, when CHRI took over San 
Francisco’s Headstart grant, the agency 


’ was the target of repeated protests by 


parents and staff. Complaints, all 
documented by federal oversight agencies, 
ranged from failure to involve parents to 
spending Headstart money for the benefit 
of a profitmaking corporation — that hap- 
pened to have the same director and board 
as the nonprofit CHRI. Finally last sum- 
mer, CHRI spent so much over its budget 
that it had no money left to open the 
Headstart centers in the fall. 

Carolyn Mangrum, a Headstart super- _ 
visor at the Administration of Children, 
Youth and Families, the federal agency 
that oversees Headstart, told the Bay 
Guardian there was no evidence of wrong- 
doing, but CHRI’s chronic tendency to let 
Headstart money slip through its fingers 
has aroused some suspicion. In late 
November, Representative Nancy Pelosi 
(D-SF) and Mayor Art Agnos issued a 
joint request to the Inspector General for 
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the Health and Human Services Depart- 
ment for an investigation of CHRI’s 
management of Headstart funds. 

Meanwhile, the Urban League and other 
minority community groups entered the 
Headstart debates, arguing that centers 
should be run by groups that are part of 
the community they serve — that a black 
agency, for example, should operate 
Headstart’s predominantly black centers. 
Currently Far West Lab (and before it, 
CHRI) delegates community groups to 
operate two of the Headstart centers, 
Mission and Kai Ming. 

Shortly after Far West Lab took over 
the Headstart program, its new Headstart 
executive director, Donna Bellorado, told 
the Bay Guardian she would consider 
delegating the operation of more centers to 
groups representative of the communities. 
This week Craig said that when the centers 
open, Far West Lab will be operating them 
directly, at least in the short run. Although 
several community organizations have ex- 
pressed interest in operating Headstart 
centers, she said, that issue still has not 
been resolved. ‘“We’re just concentrating 
right now on getting the programs open,”’ 
Craig said.

BERKELEY GROUP 
FIGHTS PLAN 

BY CALTRANS 
TO CUT FERRIES 


THE EMERGENCY fund that paid for 
San Francisco-East Bay ferry service after 
the earthquake is almost depleted. Despite 
efforts by the newly-created Berkeley Ferry 
Committee, Caltrans will stop all ferry 
service to the East Bay sometime between 
Dec. 23rd and Dec..30, adding additional 
congestion to roadways already crowded 
-by the close of the I-80 freeway. 

The Berkeley Ferry Committee has con- 
demned the shutdown, calling ferry 
transportation an environmentally safe. 
and vital resource for the Bay Area. 

Caltrans spokesperson Bob Gore said 
the ‘‘makeshift’’ operation was never 
intended to be permanent. The only way 
to preserve ferry service, he told the Bay 
Guardian, is with new legislation to 
provide more funds. 

A new bill, SB 43, to provide funds for 
operating the ferries, is making its way 
through the state Senate. But Senator 
Quentin Kopp (I-SF), who carried the bill 
that granted the original $2 million for emer- 
gency ferry service to Alameda, Oakland, 
Berkeley and Richmond, told the Bay 
Guardian it will not be passed until March at 
the earliest — if at‘all. 

Right now, Kopp said, it is costing the 
state $300,000 a week to run the fleets. 

: Before the emergency service started, state 
planners estimated it would bring in a total 
of $1.8 million. In reality, revenue from 
fares has amounted to $500,000, only 
enough to pay for 11 days of service, 
Ridership, and therefore revenue, has 
dropped since the Bay Bridge reopened. 
Now a commute-hour trip from Berkeley 
averages between 100 and 200 passengers, 
compared to a peak of 956 when the 
bridge was closed. 

Janice Pavese, a member of the Berkeley 
Ferry Committee, told the Bay Guardian 
that ridership dropped off so dramatically 
because of the week-to-week threat that the 


service would be canceled. “‘People need a 
regular routine,’’ Pavese said. 

Kopp blamed Caltrans and the Red and 
White Fleet for their failure to promote 


‘the service. ‘‘Their position is: ‘Here’s the 


service. Now come and use it,’ ’’ he said, 
citing the small, unclear signs directing 
passengers to terminals: ‘‘You can hardly 
see them.” : 

Besides, Kopp pointed out, the ports 
where the ferries dock have no shelters. 
“Wait until it rains and watch the people 
scurry,’’ he said. 

Kopp also had some suggestions for 
how to reduce ferry costs. He argued that 
service should be limited to commute 
hours — now ferries make runs every one 
to two hours from 6 am until 9 pm. 
Financially, Kopp said, maintaining this 
schedule is a ‘‘practical impossibility.”’ 

Kopp also said there are too many 
ports: ‘“To be cost-effective, the Alameda 
and Oakland ports should be consolidated 
to Oakland’s Jack London Square. 
Richmond and Berkeley should also be 
consolidated.”” 

The Berkeley Ferry Committee agrees 
that promotion to build ridership is the 
key to building a permanent, financially 
viable ferry system. The committee also 
aims to build business support, and has 
rallied some business people to its cause. 
Thomas Oakes, general manager of the 
Berkeley Marina Marriott Hotel, said “‘The 
ferries benefit the Berkeley community, 
especially the waterfront. They provide the 
opportunity for lots of people to. come 
down and enjoy an area that is not as 
highly utilized as it could be.”’ 

The committee also suggests that 
Caltrans offer ferry riders a monthly pass 
that could include connections to other 
transportation, as a way of decreasing cost 
and increasing convenience for passengers 
— thus helping to build ridership. Now a 
round-trip ticket is $5, more than some 
people are willing to pay.

FEMA YANKS 
WHISTLEBLOWER 
OUT OF SF 


AFTER QUAKE 


THREE DAYS after the Loma Prieta 
earthquake struck, Leo Bosner was at his 
desk in Washington, D.C. His boss stuck 
his head in the door to say, ‘‘Leo, they 
still need people in California. Are you 
willing to go?” 

By 9 am the following day, Saturday, 
Oct. 21st, Bosner, a program analyst for 
the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency, was attending a training session 
for disaster relief workers at the Presidio 
in San Francisco. He was quickly tapped 
to be assistant manager of a Disaster - 
Assistance Center-in the Santa Cruz 
mountains and stayed late at a managers’ 

_training session. . 

. It wasn’t until 8:30 that evening that 
Bosner returned to find a message at his 
hotel room ordering him back to 
Washington. Bosner thought Washington 
might need him because of something hap- 
pening in his specialty — emergency 
medical response to disasters — but when 
he reported for work Tuesday morning 
there was no emergency, no special assign-"

ment, no obvious reason to have wasted 
his airfare, hotel room and training. 
According to a grievance filed by Bosner, 
however, there was another reason for his 
return. Bosner says he was told by Richard 
Kriman, acting deputy associate director, 
that he was recalled at the request of some- 
one in Region 9, which includes California, 
because he was a “‘troublemaker.’’ 
Bosner’s so-called troublemaking has 
amounted to publicly criticizing FEMA’s 
emphasis on planning for nuclear war at 
the expense of planning for natural and 
technological disasters. As we reported last 
week (see ‘“‘Hurricane FEMA,”’ Bay 
Guardian, 12/13/89), critics outside the 
agency have voiced the same concern and 
many employees privately agree. Bosner’s 
offense has been'to speak openly of his 
concerns while remaining with the agency. 
From 1983 to 1987, he managed the 
Emergency Medical Services Project, 
which sought to improve the medical 
response to disasters. Such a program 
could have been critical in San Francisco if 
the Oct. 17th earthquake had been more 
severe. According the U.S. Geological 
Survey, as many as 90,000 casualties could 
result from a severe California earthquake. 
But in June 1987, Bosner was told to box 
up his work and give it to someone else 
who would take over the project. Those 
boxes were later destroyed.: 
» Ina February 1989 guest commentary 
column in the Journal of Emergency 
Medical Services, Bosner wrote that the 
project was terminated because it was not 
sufficiently relevant to nuclear attack 
preparedness. He noted that by last year, 
only two dozen of a planned 450 medical 
disaster assistance teams had been formed. 
“When the ‘Big One’ finally hits,’’ he 
wrote, “‘Americans will find out just how 
unprepared we are. Unfortunately, then it 
will be too late.”’ i 
FEMA tried to prevent publication of 
the article, and Bosner eventually agreed 
to strike all specific mentions of FEMA 


from the piece. Bosner has filed a 
grievance against FEMA’s attempt to re- 
strict his publishing. He has also filed 
other grievances over attempts to prevent 
him from teaching or speaking publicly on 
emergency preparedness. 

FEMA, said Bosner’s attorney, Lawrence 
Speiser, ‘‘is harassing someone who has 
been exercising his right of free speech. The 
actions taken have been a petty and 
bureaucratic form of retribution.’” 

FEMA spokespeople have refused to 
comment on Bosner’s grievance claims, 
saying the investigations are ongoing. 

The Bay Guardian was able to speak 
with Bosner, but only during his coffee 
breaks and lunch hour. He was very care- 
ful to point out, for legal reasons, that he 
was expressing his personal views and not 
those of FEMA or the federal government. 

Bosner said he was not necessarily 
opposed to planning for nuclear attack. 
“But it doesn’t make any sense to me,’’ he 
said, ‘‘to say we’re going to put all the em- 
phasis into nuclear attack planning and 
then de-emphasize planning for other 
types of disasters.” 

FEMA, he said, has “‘pushed a lot of 
good people away because they wouldn’t 
put their hand on the Bible and say, ‘Yes, 
yes, I believe in nuclear attack planning.’ ’’ 

Even basic planning that can be done 
for very little money has been neglected by 
FEMA, he said, because ‘“‘there is simply a 
conceptual neglect of all other kinds of 
disaster planning.’’ 

He said the assignment of FEMA per- 
sonnel to the Bay Area after the earth- 
quake was a case in point. He had heard - 
of young interns being sent to San Fran- 
cisco to gain experience, he said, while 
people he knew who were older and had 
more skills — bilingual people, for exam- 
ple — were arbitrarily kept at home. 

“What that tells me,’’ he said, ‘‘is that 
nobody at the top is putting out a policy 
that says, ‘If we have a major disaster, this 
is how we are going to assign volunteers — 
this is how we screen volunteers.’ .”’

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A Crisis of Infant 
Survival 


No statistic can adequately 
describe what it is like to see one 
child die of dehydration and 
diarrhea. To watch the infant 
struggling harder and harder to 
breathe, to watch the mother, hour 
after hour, rock the baby’s body 
against her own, and to see the 
child’s movements become fewer 
and fainter, until suddenly you 
know that a life is gone.

But this hard-won gain has been 
entirely erased and infant death is 
skyrocketing. Since 1986, the death 
rate has tripled.

Eight years of the Contra war 
and the U.S. trade embargo, now 
entering its ninth year, which is 
strangling this small country. The 
purchase of medicines and medical 
equipment has become all but 
impossible. 

All sectors of Nicaraguan society

Total loyalty takes its toll 


IF THERE is one feature of Mayor Art 
Agnos’s two-year-old administration that 


stands out above all others, supporters and - 


opponents agree, it’s the mayor’s 
insistence on absolute and unwavering 
loyalty. Supervisors, commissioners, 
deputy mayors, low-level staffers and 
high-level bureaucrats, City Hall insiders 
complain, must display absolute and un- 
wavering support for the mayor and kis 
programs or face the fate of being branded 
an enemy of the administration. 

_ Asan organizational directive, that 
doesn’t leave much room for internal 
debate or. full discussion of issues. 

It also, apparently, is creating signifi- 
cant opposition in quarters where the 
mayor ought to be finding allies. And it 
may be undermining some of the legisla- 
tive agenda Agnos put forward when he 
ran for mayor. 

In other words, thanks to the mayor’s 
personal arrogance, tenants” rights, 
affordable housing, slow growth, neigh- 
borhood concerns, transit-first policies and 
an emphasis on helping small, locally 
owned neighborhood businesses — the 
issues that swept Agnos into office by a 
landslide in 1987 — are looking to be in 
serious trouble halfway through his term. 

The Agnos ‘‘me first’’ style has worked 
on one level — it’s allowed-him to win a 
few votes on issues like the ballpark, at po- 
litical clubs whose leaders have signed on 
to his team. But that hasn’t meant much 
in the real-political world. When it really 
counts — at the Board of Supervisors, for 
example — Agnos has been finding that 
his erstwhile allies don’t like to be pushed 
around. And his enemies, who could be 
mollified on minor issues by a mayor who 
tried to be friendly, are taking every 
opportunity to get Agnos’s goat. Super- 
visor Tom Hsieh is, in one board 
member’s description, ‘‘in the mayor’s 
chest’’ on a wide variety of issues. Look 
for Hsieh to push early in the year for a 
closer fiscal examination of Agnos’s staff, 
with an eye toward confrontation. 

Supervisor Bill Maher, who is angling 
for the board presidency in 1991, has never 
been an Agnos supporter and is capable of 
enlisting the support of other board mem- 
bers to oppose any Agnos legislative in- 
itiatives. Increasingly, he seems to take 
pleasure in making life difficult for Agnos. 

On the same side of the ledger is Super- 
visor Wendy Nelder, who is considered a 
key vote on any vacancy control legis- 
lation. She is furious with Agnos’s’ 
abrupt dismissal of her father, former 
Police Chief Al Nelder, from the Police 
Commission. 

Supervisor Richard Hongisto, who was 
among the first and strongest Agnos sup- 
porters in 1987, split with the mayor on 
the ballpark — and the word I hear is that 
relations between the supervisor and the 

«Mayor’s office have been decidedly cooler 
ever since. 

Even Supervisor Nancy Walker, long an 
Agnos supporter, is apparently growing 
weary of Agnos’s strong-arm tactics. She 
recently ripped the mayor and his staff 
during a speech in front of the board. 

That doesn’t leave much of a base of 
support for a mayor who won election two 
short years ago with a 70 percent majority.

Rehabilitating Juvenile Hall 
SAN FRANCISCO’S troubled juvenile 
justice system, charged with rehabilitating 
troubled youth, may have taken the first 
step toward rehabilitating itself in hiring 
Maryland Corrections Commissioner Fred® 
Jordan as chief probation officer. 
According to Vincent Schiraldi, execu- 
tive director of the National Center on In- 
stitutions and Alternatives, Jordan’s selec- 
tion is a very positive development. ‘‘What 
I hear from around the country is that he 
is the kind of guy San Francisco is looking 
for,’’ Schiraldi said. ‘‘He seems to be 
people-oriented and a problem-solver.’” 
Schiraldi said that Jordan’s reputation 
indicated he was willing to work for alter- 
natives to simply locking up juvenile of- 
fenders. ‘‘We need more alternatives, more 
rehabilitation,”’ he said. ‘‘I have a lot of 
hope that he is someone who can do it.’” 
Schiraldi’s optimism was echoed by 
John Giannini, President of the Supervis- 
ing Counselors Association, who said he 
welcomed Jordan to the staff. ‘“‘We are de- 
lighted that we have a new chief,’’ he said. 
““We’re looking forward to working with 
him and turning Juvenile Hall around.”’ 
By all accounts, Jordan has a very diffi- 
cult time ahead. We’ll keep you posted on 


how he’s doing. :

Reports of feminism’s death 


have been greatly exaggerated |

HE END of the decade is a good time for long maga- 

zine trend pieces that sum up a vast array of sociological 

phenomena in a few simple catch-phrases. As quick as 
you can say ‘“‘End of the Eighties,”” we are packaged into 
demographic stereotypes so neat and shiny they’d make a 
pop psychologist queasy. 

The trend in. vogue this end-of-decade is The Death of 
Feminism, which no doubt graced some magazines’ pages 
at the end of the ’70s as well. This decade, Time magazine 
did it best. 

““Women face the 90’s’’ was the Dec. 4th headline. ‘‘In the’ 
”80s they tried to have it all. Now they’ve just plain had it. Is 
there a future for feminism?” 

Uh-oh. Maybe those Good Housekeeping ‘‘New Tradi- 


tionalist”’ ads are right after all. 


Time divides us women into two types. We are either 
“weary superwomen’’ or the “‘complacent young.’’ Take 
your pick. ; 

As amember of what the writer calls the ‘‘No, but...’’ gen- 
eration (young women who say no, they are not feminists, 
but take equal rights for granted, and are therefore com- 
placent), I was annoyed. ‘‘Ask a woman under the age of 30 
if she is a feminist, and chances are she will shoot back a 
decisive, and perhaps even a derisive, no,’’ the article stated. 
Based on what research? The writer, Claudia Wallis, quotes 
only two women here — “I’m feminine, not a feminist,’’ 
blathers one, as if the two are mutually exclusive — and that 
seems to constitute a survey. 

I may not be the stuff trends are made of, but I know very 
few young women who would not call themselves feminists 
of some stripe. Just now I asked my friend Gail, who’s in the 
room, if she’s a feminist. ‘‘Yes,’’ she said. So that makes two 
of us. We’re even with Time.: 

Gail admitted, on reflection, that she hesitated before say- 
ing yes, because of the nasty connotations the word ‘‘fem- 
inism’’ has acquired, mainly in the media. 

“Hairy legs haunt the feminist movement, as do images of 
being strident-and lesbian,”’ writes Time. Well, who came up 
with those images in the first place? Who wrote that women 
burned bras when in fact they never did? In its trend-defining 
pieces, magazines like Time have left no room for the possibility 
that some feminists might very well like their legs hairy (I pre- 
fer them that way in winter, myself), but some don’t. Some 
lesbians shave their legs, and some hairy-legged women are 
heterosexuals. And some lesbians and straight women like 
wearing lace and make-up, depending on their mood. (And 
wouldn’t ‘‘strident’’ be a compliment if a man tried it on?) 
. The point is that those stupid signifiers mean nothing 
about what a woman thinks about feminism, except that 
women Ought to have the freedom to choose what they want 
to wear and how they want to look and act. Feminism ts 
about choices, and about being free from stereotypes. 

After all the media’s bad-mouthing about feminism over 
the years, it may indeed be hard for some less-strident women 
to say “‘yes,’’ they are feminists. But when they respond in- 
stead that they believe in equal pay, abortion rights, child- . 
care and some work flexibility for themselves and their part- 
ner so they can spend time with children, Time concludes 
they aren’t feminists, just complacent. 

Then Time describes the ‘‘Yes, but...’’ generation, those 
women in their 30s and 40s who say they are feminists, but re- 
sent how things have worked out. They tried to have careers 
and children and ended up exhausted or childless. Stay-at- 


- .home mothers are quoted complaining “their status has been 


depreciated by feminism.’’ The piece unhesitatingly at- 
tributes these problems to the failure of the feminist move-

ment, not to the failure of society to accommodate women’s 
shift into the workplace or to value women’s work at home. 
That’s what we hairy-legged feminists used to call ‘‘blaming 
the victim.” 


edges that the feminist movement did actually create 

some positive changes, which is a nice way of ac- 
knowledging a social revolution. Then it ticked off a list of 
battles the movement still has to fight — the wage gap, 
divorce and poverty, working women doing housework as a 
“second shift.’” Good try, but there is no discussion of the 
possibility that these are battles society as a whole has to

fight. Once again, it’s a failure — and problem — of the ~ 


women’s movement. 

Toward the end of the piece, the writer finally mentions 
the thousands and thousands of women who marched for 
abortion rights this year, far more than in the early heyday of 
the women’s movement (I presume those-pro-choice women 
don’t call themselves feminists, except for the weary, resent- 
ful superwomen among them). 

The piece also mentioned a few new ideas for dual-career 
families and child care, which was nice. One of the ideas the 
article decried was the ‘‘Mommy Track,’’ where new 
mothers temporarily switch to a slower career track — but 
never have a chance to get back on the fast track. ‘“Why 


couldn’t workers slow down and speed up depending on the 


changing demands of their personal lives?’’ it asks. 

Why indeed. Interestingly, I have a source who works at 
Time who told me that this Mommy Track trend is definitely 
in place at that old boys’ network, no matter what its wemen 
writers have to say. One woman, he related, was moving very 
fast in the company, and could have been slated to be editor 
one day. Then she had a baby. ‘‘That was pretty much the 


end of her chances,’’ my friend told me. So where real social - 


change for women is needed, inside companies, Time is as 


* bad, or worse, as the rest. 


Local angle: Large media companies here in the Bay Area 
also need to make some changes to accommodate their 
women employees. Neither the Chronicle nor the Examiner, 
for instance, has child-care facilities or pays for child care. 
However, Carol Ness of the Examiner Women’s Caucus says 
that some mothers are winning more flexible hours to take 


- care of their children.. Most of these mothers are in higher 


editorial positions, which at least says that women in those 
positions can make a difference.” : , 

One bargaining issue that will be discussed in upcoming 
contract negotiations between the Newspaper Guild and the 
Ex/Chron management is payment for child care. In one 
proposed plan, women workers would receive a payroll 
deduction to be put toward child care, while the company 
would.match that amount. “‘Unfortunately, it benefits peo- 
ple who can afford child care in the first place,’’ says Ness. 
She is optimistic, however, that “‘thereis a feeling in manage- 
ment that they want to do more about children.”’ 

The Examiner Women’s Caucus has also filed a grievance 
against the management for pay inequities. From a salary 
survey, they found that where management had the discre- 
tion to pay more than the minimum salaries set by the Guild, 
more men were over scale, and by more money. That amounted 
to, says Ness, ‘‘at least the appearance of people doing com- 


parable jobs not being paid the same rate.” ‘The management 


has now-made its salary statistics available to the Women’s 
Caucus to find out if in fact there are inequalities. 

Feminists can only do so much. Then it’s up to the media 
and to companies to start acting responsibly toward women 
and their children. ;

~ Hastings pulls off a quickie demolition in defiance of city, state and 


federal regulations. Can anyone save affordable housing from the Hastings bulldozers?

MONDAY morning, Dec. 

18th, under an overcast sky, 

Hastings College of the Law 

defied the wishes of the 

Tenderloin community, the 

mayor and the City Attorney’s Office 

and began a demolition program that 

could wind up costing the city 300 units 
of affordable housing. 

One week before Christmas, without 
any city permits, without a document- 
able inspection for hazardous asbestos 
— in fact, without even bothering to 
turn the electricity off — a Hastings con- 
tractor drove a 24-ton bulldozer into the 
back of a one-story building at 355 
Golden Gate Avenue, quickly reducing 
the structure to a pile of rubble. 

Clouds of dust — possibly including 
cancer-causing asbestos dust — bil- 
lowed into the air. Sparks flew from the 
severed ends of live electrical wires. 

Neither the mayor nor the city at- 
torney nor any members of the daily 
press corps were on hand as the build- 
ing fell: 

The demolition was the first step in 
what many Hastings critics say is a 
master plan by the school to clear most 
of a city block — including some 300 
units of low-rent housing — to make 


way for a new courthouse. 

The school has maintained that it is 
exempt from all city zoning laws and 
codes, and the process of the demoli- 
tion indicated that Hastings has little 
regard for even the appearance of fol- 
lowing any of the major health and 
safety laws controlling demolitions. If 
the school uses the same technique to 
demolish the 60-year-old Eureka Hotel 
next door, it could face serious sanc- 
tions from a variety of city, state and 
federal agencies. 

Furthermore, unsuspecting residents 
of the Tenderloin could be exposed to a 
number of potential health risks. 

Consider: 

@ Hastings refused to obtain a demoli- 
tion permit from the city, claiming that 
as a state institution, it is exempt from 
local regulations. The city went to court 
to prevent the demolition, but was 
denied a temporary restraining order 
by Judge Carlos Baker, a Hastings 
graduate. | 

@ The demolition contractor, 
Cleveland Wrecking, began to level the 
building without even waiting for a 
PG&E representative to arrive to turn 
off the electricity. When the bulldozer 
hit the back of the building, lights were 
still on inside. The building also contained 
industrial-sized gas heaters, mounted 


in the corners of rooms in the building. 
It’s not clear whether the gas lines 
feeding those heaters were still active. 

Early in the morning, both a Hastings 
representative and spokesmen for the 
demolition contractors told the Bay 
Guardian that the demolition of 355 
Golden Gate would not go forward until 
PG&E arrived to disconnect the utilities. 
But at about 10:30 am, when no PG&E 
representative had shown up, the 
demolition went forward anyway. 
® Inthe course of the demolition, large 
clouds of dust were released and blown 
over the neighborhood by a southerly 
wind. The building at 355 Golden Gate 
may or may not have contained asbes- 
tos, a substance that has been linked to 
cahcer and other serious diseases and 
that is most hazardous when carried as 
dust in the air. But the building was 
built when asbestos was routinely used 
as a building material. 

As of Thursday, Dec. 14th, a spokes- 
man for the Bay Area Air Quality Man- 
agement District, which oversees air- 
borne toxics, told the Bay Guardian he 
had not been notified of the pending 
demolition. 

@ The Eureka Hotel almost certainly 
contains substantial amounts of asbes- 
tos. Tiles on the floor are of a make and 
age that normally indicate asbestos, and 


a faded sign on the side of the building 
advertises ‘‘steam heat,”’ indicating the 
presence of a boiler in the building. Even 
Ed Levine, Hastings director of facilities 
planning and management, confirmed 
that the Eureka’s boiler contained 
asbestos. Asbestos walls, pipe insulation 
and other materials are also likely to be 
present. 

® CalOSHA regulations require that a 
demolition contractor obtain permits 
before demolishing a building the size of 
the Eureka. John Daly, a CalOSHA 
consultant, also told the Bay Guardian 
that any asbestos-containing material 
would have to be removed from the 
structure by a. registered asbestos- 
removal contractor before demolition 
took place. 

“*You can’t just go in there and bash 
down the building,’’ Daly said. 

But Rick Rice, a CalOSHA spokes- 
man, told the Bay Guardian that Cleve- 
land Wrecking had not applied for a 
demolition permit for either building. 

Justin Bosley of Cleveland Wrecking 
said the firm is licensed to remove 
asbestos, but Rice said CalOSHA had 
no record of a license being issued to a 
company called Cleveland Wrecking. 

@ At no time was water sprayed on the 
355 Golden Gate demolition. The dry 
conditions allowed the dust to circulate 


and disperse over the neighborhood. 
The state Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration. requires that 
water be used as a dust-control measure 
whenever demolition creates a signifi- 
cant amount of dust, Daly said. 


EVINE INSISTED in an inter- 

view that all agency permits and 

notification requirements were 

the responsibility of the con- 

tractor, Cleveland Wrecking. 
“The contractor is required by theterms 
of the contract to meet all standards,”’ 
he said. “‘It’s up to them.”’ 

Cleveland Wrecking’s Bosley told the 
Bay Guardian he would be surprised if 
the building were demolished with the 
electricity still connected. ‘‘I can’t 
believe that is true,’’ he said. 

But several witnesses on the scene — 
including this reporter — clearly saw the 
lights on as the bulldozer hit the build- 
ing, and noticed sparks from a severed 
cable in the rubble. 

Bosley also said his company had 
notified CalOSHA about the demoli- 
tion. “‘We notified over the phone, on 
Friday [Dec. 15th],’’ he said. 

However, CalOSHA spokesman Rice 
told the Bay Guardian that no permit

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was on file for demolition of 363 or 355 
Golden Gate. 

When asked whether Cleveland or 
Hastings had final responsibility for 
complying with all appropriate rules and 
regulations, Bosley told the Bay Guard- 
ian to call Hastings. “‘They wrote the 
contract, you should talk to Ed 
Levine,”’ he said. 

Bosley said Cleveland Wrecking was a 
licensed _asbestos-removal contractor 
and that the firm would handle the re- 
moval of the boiler at the Eureka Hotel. 
When asked if all asbestos would be re- 
moved from the site before the demoli- 
tion, he said, “‘If it’s possible, yes.’’ 

Randy Shaw, a lawyer and the ex- 
ecutive director of the Tenderloin 
Housing Clinic, said he thinks Hastings 
has final responsibility for ensuring 
proper demolition procedures and 
compliance with all state and federal 
regulations. 

“They hired Cleveland, they have re- 
sponsibilities and possible liabilities,”” 
he said. ‘‘I don’t think even Hastings 
would dispute that.’ 

But over the past several years, 
Hastings has repeatedly disputed the 
right of the city, the state and the Uni- 
versity of California Board of Regents 
to regulate, control or oversee its 
operations. 


OTH MAYOR Art Agnos 
and City Attorney Louise 
Renne had formally opposed 
the demolition, arguing that 
Hastings was required to com- 
ply with city codes. But after the judge 
denied their request for a restraining 
order, the city dropped its challenge. 

There’s a larger issue here, one that 
the city perhaps didn’t want to press 
too far: Agnos and Renne want 
Hastings to do what almost any other 
individual, company or institution 
would have to do under city law if it 
demolished low-cost housing units: 
replace the units, one for one, with new 
construction. 

Hastings would dearly like to clear 
all the property it owns on the ‘‘West 
Block,’’ bounded by Golden Gate, 
Larkin, McAllister and Hyde, creating 
the space for a new courthouse for the 
San Francisco Superior Court. But re- 
placing all 300-odd units on that site 
would cost Hastings around $30 million, 
Deputy Mayor Brad Paul estimated. 
Shaw said the city must step in to prevent 
Hastings from escaping from those re- 
quirements — local housing activists, 
like himself and others, he said, would 
not be successful in court in an attempt 
to force Hastings to comply with 
housing-replacement requirements. 

“We would have only a remote 
chance of winning in court,’’ he said. 
‘*We feel that it is the city attorney’s re- 
sponsibility to step in and hold 
Hastings accountable.”’ : 

Shaw said that nothing short of full 

_ city authority would have weight against 
Hastings. “‘Hastings is a law unto 
itself,’’ he said. ‘‘The college shows a 
disregard for local laws and an apparent 
disregard for state laws as well.” 

He also noted that Hastings’ silence 
on the replacement-housing issue is re- 
markable. ‘‘They haven’t given the 
slightest indication that they will re- 
place the housing units they destroy,’’ 
he said. 

But on a cqld, gray morning in the 
Tenderloin, with only a Bay Guardian 
reporter and some curious neighbors in 
attendance, Hastings began tearing 
down its buildings. There was no sign 
of any city department representative 
— nobody from Public Works, the 
Bureau of Building Inspection or the 
Planning Department. And nobody 
from the Mayor’s Office or the City At- 
torney’s Office. 

In fact, as of press time, Agnos had 
not yet uttered a single word publicly 
on the demolition. And so, the build- 
ings fall. a

Friday, Dec. 1: Tenderloin Hous- 
ing Clinic Executive Director Randy 
Shaw calls with an urgent warning: 
Hastings College is set to begin 
demolition of three or possibly four 
buildings it owns on Golden Gate 
Avenue. Hastings, he says, is mov- 
ing on the four buildings as its first 
step toward leveling all of its prop- 
erties on the block bordered by 
Golden Gate, McAllister, Hyde and 
Larkin Streets. Hastings invested 
heavily in property on the site over 
the past 15 years, and has seen 
numerous development plans, the 
success of which would guarantee a 
healthy financial return on the in- 
vestment, stopped or sidetracked. 
The block, consisting of some 300 
units of -low-to-moderate income 
housing in residential hotels, has be- 
come the bane of Hastings’ existence. 
But, now, according to Shaw, the 
school is ready to move, Who could 
doubt his evidence? In November, 
Hastings Dean Frank Read and 
Superior Court Presiding Judge 
Ollie Marie-Victoire exchanged ex- 
tremely friendly letters discussing 
the idea of putting a courthouse for 
the city’s Superior Courts on the 
block. Marie-Victoire was featured 
in a photograph on the cover of the 
Daily Recorder, one of the city’s 
two legal newspapers, in front of the 
site for the proposed courthouse. 


Friday, Dec. 15: Shaw flashes the 
word again: The demolitions could 
start as early as that afternoon. 

Lookouts are placed. Phone re- 
lay systems are established and ad- 
justed. All bases are covered to 
spread the word of what is expected 
to be a nice, quiet little weekend 
demolition. 


Sunday, Dec. 17: The site remains 
quiet over the weekend. No move- 
ment on Saturday or Sunday. Shaw 
and his sources predict Monday 
morning as D-Day. 


Monday, Dec. 18, 7:45 a.m.: 
Bingo! By 7:45, a 24-ton bulldozer 
has already smashed its way to the 
back of 355 Golden Gate, the one- 
story building that-had housed the 


Income Rights Project until the 


Oct. 17th earthquake. The dozer 
has already mashed in the garage 
door that stood to the side of the 
building, taking off part of the 
building’s facade. Wreckage from 
the door and its supports are strewn 
down the driveway that leads to the 
back of the building where the huge, 


8:25 am: A workman tums the 
bulldozer around in the back of the 
building, parks it, and shuts it down. 

The power is still on in the build- 
ing and the workmen tell us they 
can’t do. anything until PG&E 
comes to turn off the juice. A peek 
in the window reveals that the build- 
ing also contains at least two large 
industrial-strength heaters that ap- 
pear to be hooked up to heavy- 
gauge gas lines. 


9:35 am: Ed Levine, the Hastings 


director of facilities, planning and 
management, arrives to straighten 
out the “‘misunderstanding.”’ 

He tells us that PG&E may not 
come by until 11 o’clock. 


10:00 am: No sign of PG&E. The 


lights still burn. 





dusty, yellow contraption sits idling 
unattended. 

Such huge machines do not move 
about lightly. Golden Gate Avenue 
in front of the building is scarred by 
the bulldozer’s large tracks. The red 
curb that marked the driveway of 
the Income Rights Project building 
is smashed and crumbling. 

To all the amazement of many of 
the people gathering in front of the 
site, the lights are’still burning in the 
building. A long fluorescent tube in 
a ceiling fixture is clearly visible to 
those of us standing on the side- 
walk. The lights are also on in the 
building next door, 363 Golden 
Gate, the Eureka Hotel. 


8:15 am: Two workman stand idly 
by. Well, not all that idly. 

One of the two workman is seen 
carrying a typewriter from 363 
Golden Gate out to the trunk of his 
car. After representatives of the 
agency arrive to remove the last of 


’ their possessions before that build- 


ing is demolished later in the week, 
the workman returns the typewriter 
to the building. 

The workmen inform several of 
us that Hastings had told them the 
buildings were abandoned, and that 
everything inside was junk. 

“*\ misunderstanding,’’ a 
Hastings representative tells us later 
in the morning. 


8:20 am: The street people in the 
area are up.and moving about, some 
howling randomly at anyone else 
moving on the sidewalk. Veterans 
of the neighborhood ignore them. 
Other people turn and Icok. 
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10:20 am: Levine tells me that he 
has spoken. with PG&E, and com- 
pany officials have said they will not 
be able to turn off the utilities until 
Tuesday morning. He advises me to 
come back then. 

I go across the street for a donut. 


10:35 am: The bulldozer begins to 
smash through the back of 355 
Golden Gate, working its way 
toward the street from the back of 
the building. A small crowd gathers. 

Several people point out that the 
lights — to our amazement — are 
still on in the front of the building. 
No PG&E personne] have been at 


. the site all morning. The bulldozer 


moves deeper into the building. 

-Dust rises from the destruction 
and is blown south by the prevail- 
ing winds. 

Waills tumble. Glass shatters. The 
bulldozer ceases its destruction of 
the building only to grab a periodic 
load of debris to move it to the back 
of the lot. 


11:00 am: The bulldozer’s giant 
mandibles clutch the brick front of 
the building, hauling the facade 
back toward-the dark corners of the 
back lot. 


11:15 am: The building is com- 
pletely leveled. An electric meter 
stands a lonely watch. 

As the giant bulldozer moves 


~ through the rubble, sparks fly — ap- 


parently from a live wire near the 
base of the meter. The tenants in the 
building next door report their lights 
flickering during the demolition. 

The ground has been shaking un- 
derneath us. 


11:20 am: It’s all over. The dust 
has settled: The bulldozer is parked 
across the now gaping expanse of 
the lot, pointing ominously toward 
what may be its next victim, the 
Eureka Hotel.

Reports of increased death squad activity in El Salvador 
have renewed interest in Cesar Vielman Joya Martinez's 
claim that he was part of a U.S.-financed death squad 
within the Salvadoran army

HE COLD-BLOODED 
assassination of six Jesuit 
priests on Nov. 16th, coupled 
with: the reported upsurge in 
right-wing death squad at- 
tacks during the ongoing rebel 


offensive, have bolstered claims re- . 


cently made by self-confessed former 
death squad member Cesar Vielman 
Joya Martinez. 

A 28-year-old former mechanic and 
admitted military deserter, Joya 
Martinez claims he served in a military 
death squad that operated out of the 
intelligence unit inside the Salvadoran 
army’s San Salvador-based First 
Brigade. 

He says his unit carried out an on- 
going campaign of torture, terror, 
brutal interrogations and murder of 
leftists and alleged Farabundo Marti 
National Liberation Front guerrillas, at 
the direction of high-ranking Salva- 
doran army officers. These operations, 
he said, were carried out with the knowl- 
edge and implicit approval of at least 
two U.S. military advisers. 

Joya Martinez laid out his allega- 
tions about military death squads 
in August, in testimony before the in- 
ternationally recognized Mexican Aca- 
demy of Human Rights and a member 
of the non-governmental Human 
Rights Commission of El Salvador 
(CDHES) in Mexico City. He was later 
detained for entering the U.S. without 
a visa and surfaced in Washington, 
D.C. in October. 

“*At the time in which certain opera- 
tions were carried out, we were in con- 
nection with North American advisors 
that had a private office inside the De- 
partment 2 of the First Infantry 
Brigade,’’ Joya Martinez said in a Bay 
Guardian interview. ‘‘The U.S. ad- 
visers paid the unit’s operating ex- 
penses, with thousands of dollars in 
cash and checks, but were careful not 
to receive any details of the special 
operations carried out by clandestine 
death squads.”’ : 

Joya Martinez also charged that 
members of El Salvador’s military high 
command and Salvadoran President 
Alfredo Cristiani had knowledge of 
death squad activities, and that on at 
least one occasion in June, his section’s 
commander, Major Diaz Hernandez, ad- 
dressed his unit after meeting with Cris- 
tiani and other high-ranking officials. 

Diaz Hernandez assembled the mem- 
bers of his unit and told them they had 
the ‘‘strength to carry out a final of- 
fensive. This. would entail more clan- 
destine captures in the metropolitan 
area and keeping a constant watch and 
carrying out pursuits of members of 
humanitarian’ institutions and labor 
groups like CoMadres, CDHES and 
FENASTRAS.”’ (The October bomb- 
ings of FENASTRAS and CoMadres 
headquarters confirmed this 
prediction.) 

Joya Martinez also recalled that Diaz 
Hernandez said the units would be get- 
ting more financial support for their 

‘operations. Soon after that speech, the 
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unit received more vehicles and more 
money for assassinations. Depending 
on the operation, he said, members 
were paid ‘300, 500 or 800 colones per 
killing’’ or approximately $50, $85 or 
$135 in U.S. funds. The intended tar- 
gets, he continued, were picked by a 
“committee’’ of ‘Salvadoran officers,. 
which included Diaz Hernandez and 
Colonel Juan Francisco Elena Fuentes, 
commander of the First Brigade. 

Joya Martinez detailed for the Bay 
Guardian one specific ‘‘public provo- 
cation”’ carried out by his special unit at 
the San Salvador miain campus of the 
University of El Salvador, long acenter 
of militant student action and pro- 
FMLN activity. He said earlier this year 
his unit ‘‘infiltrated the university and 
shot in the general direction of passing

Salvadoran soldiers.’’ This action, he 
explained, was reported in the papers as 
evidence the FMLN was operating 
from the school. 

Joya Martinez described himself as 
an intelligence unit ‘‘caseworker,’’ and 


said he used the pseudonym of ‘‘Alex.”’ . 


Before he was directly involved with the 
death squads, he said, his duties in- 
cluded gathering information on sus- 
pected subversives, leftists and anti- 
government activists. That informa- 
tion is maintained in computers sup- 
plied to the Salvadoran military by the 
U.S. government as part of its military 
aid package, he said. 

Joya Martinez has admitted to being 
personally involved in eight death-squad 
murders and many investigations of 
people targeted for assassination. 

Joya Martinez’s allegations, made 
public in October, created a serious 
credibility problem for the Cristiani 
government and obstructed efforts by 
the Bush-Quayle administration to re- 
habilitate the public image of ARENA 
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downtown Los Angeles.

Witness to murder 


Charges that the U.S. government bullied the only known witness 
into recanting her testimony have muddied attempts to solve 
the killings of six Jesuits in San Salvador

-S. AMBASSADOR William 
Walker isn’t in an enviable 
position. He is worried that 
U.S. aid to El Salvador may 
be in jeopardy if the murder 
of six Jesuit priests Nov. 16th isn’t 
solved by the time Congress reconvenes 
in January. 

But a solution won’t be easy, since 
most evidence on who committed the 
atrocity points directly at members of 
the country’s most powerful institution 





‘— the U.S.-backed Salvadoran mil- 


itary. And to make matters worse, 
Walker is embroiled in a heated debate 
over the U.S. government’s treatment 
of a witness who has linked the killings 
to the military. 

Walker says he and Salvadoran Pres- 
ident Alfredo Cristiani are determined 
to investigate the killings, even if the 
military is implicated. Cristiani has of- 
fered a $250,000 reward for informa- 
tion in the case and has asked for the 
technical assistance of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, Scotland Yard 


and the Spanish gove ent, which 
suspended aid to the C _iani govern- 
ment pending investige 1 of the kill- 
ing of the priests, five o om were of 


Spanish origin. 

But doubts about the Embassy’s ca- 
pacity to handle such a delicate in- 
vestigation have been raised by the bad- 
ly botched handling of the only witness. 

The witness is a cleaning woman at 
the rectory of the Jesuit University, 
Lucia Barrera de Cerna. Cerna, with 
her husband and small child, left the 
neighborhood where they lived because 
of heavy fighting during the rebel 
offensive and asked one of the Jesuit 
priests, Father Ignacio Martin-Baro, 
for permission to stay in a vacant 
building that fronted on the Jesuits’ 
residentjal compound. 


In testimony given to a Salvadoran 
judge before she left the country, 
Cerna says she was woken about | am 
Nov. 16th by the sound of heavy gun- 
fire coming from inside the campus. 
She says she got out of bed and went to 
a nearby room with a window that 
faced the campus. From that window, 
Cerna testified, she saw five armed 
men, two of whom she could see clearly 
under the light of a full moon. 

Further away she could hear more 
shooting and the voice of Father 
Martin-Baro, who protested to his killers 
that their actions were ‘‘an injustice’’ 
and that they were ‘‘cowards.’’ After- 
ward she heard more shooting and then 
silence. 

Terrified, she returned to her bed 
and at daylight went to the Jesuits’ resi- 
dence, where she discovered the 
bodies of the six priests as well as their 
housekeeper and her young daughter. 
Cerna took refuge in the Spanish Em- 
bassy while the U.S. Embassy made 
arrangements to get her out of the 
country. 


UT WHEN THE plane land- 
ed in Miami Thanksgiving 
Day, the situation only got 
worse. The Jesuits say the ar- 
rangement with the U.S. Em- 
bassy was that Cerna would be handed 


. over to them as soon as she got to 
* Miami. However, the FBI showed up at 


the airport and, claiming she was in 
danger, said they should take custody 
of her until they were able to completea 
“risk assessment.’’ 

Cerna remained in U.S.-government 
custody for eight days, and following 
the Thanksgiving weekend, underwent 
“intense and inappropriate’’ inter- 
rogation, according to a statement by 
Father Patrick Burns, president of the 
U.S. Jesuit Conference. Burns says 
that during Cerna’s interrogation she 
was repeatedly urged to admit that she 
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had fabricated her testimony about see- 
ing uniformed men. 
Finally, on the fourth day of inter- 


-rogation, she yielded. ‘‘The witness, 


exhausted, a stranger in a strange land, 
with very unpleasant experiences of 
Salvadoran legal and military officials 
back home, and dreadfully afraid for 
herself, her husband and her four-year- 
old daughter, finally yielded to the 
pressure exerted on her and said that an 
official of the archdiocese of San 
Salvador had suggested she give the tes- 
timony she gave,”’ says the statement 
by the Jesuit Conference. 

Following her ‘‘confession”’ she was 
turned over to the Jesuits by U.S. of- 
ficials on Dec. 3rd. 

The Jesuits asked Scott Greathead, 
assistant district attorney for the State 
of New York and a director of the 
Lawyers Committee for Human 
Rights, to interview Cerna and 
evaluate her testimony. Greathead 
concluded that Cerna was credible and 
that her interrogation by U.S. officials 
had been ‘‘coercive.”’ 

“‘It is clear to me that this was an ef- 
fort to get her to recant what she had 
said in El Salvador,”’ says Greathead. 
After four days, ‘‘she couldn’t stand it 
anymore and told them what they 
wanted to hear — that she hadn’t seen 
anything that night,”’ he said. 

But while Greathead and the Jesuits 
were convinced that Cerna’s original 
testimony was valid, the U.S. Embassy 
was just as convinced that she had 
fabricated her testimony. Contributing 
to their certainty was the fact that she 
repeatedly failed lie detector tests ad- 
ministered by the FBI. 

Sources familiar with the case say 
that there was no way somebody in 
Cerna’s mental state could have passed 
a lie detector test. ‘‘She was scared shit- 
less,’’ says one well-informed source.

‘She was really upset. All her life she’s 
scared of government and authority 
figures and here she’s being inter- 
rogated day after day by people she 
didn’t know. For all she knew they were 


going to kill her or put her back on a 


plane to El Salvador.’”’ 

“They [the U.S. officials] thought 
that she would feel safe because she was 
in the United States, that she’d realize 
that she didn’t have anything to fear, 
but she didn’t,’’ says the source. “‘To 
her the Americans were as foreign as 
Martians.”’ : 

“Tt was inexcusable insensitivity to 
this woman,’’ says the source. ‘‘Only 
the Nazis would have done a worse job 
than they did.’’ 


F THE STORY ended there, the 

U.S. Embassy’s inappropriately 

aggressive interrogation of Cerna 

could be chalked up to cultural in- 

sensitivity. But the Embassy then 
proceeded to try to publicly discredit 
Cerna, the only witness linking the kill- 
ings to the Salvadoran military. 

On Saturday, Dec. 9th, both the 
U.S. Embassy and the Salvadoran gov- 
ernment made what would appear to be 
a coordinated attack on Cerna’s credi- 
bility. In the morning, before leaving 
for the Central American President’s 
summit in Costa Rica, President 
Cristiani held a press conference during 
which he declared that Cerna’s testi- 
mony had been false. 

Then later that afternoon, Walker 
held a ‘background briefing”’ at which 
he spoke to selected journalists off the 
record. In remarks that could only be 
attributed to ‘‘sources close to the in- 
vestigation’? Walker confirmed what 
Cristiani had said in the morning — 
that Cerna had lied. Walker reported 
that Cerna had failed six lie detector 
tests and changed her story three times; 
he implied that the head of the Catholic 
Church’s human rights office, Maria 
Julia Hernandez, had told Cerna what 
testimony to invent. 

It was a masterfu! use of the ‘*back- 
ground briefing.’’ The U.S. Embassy 
was able to bolster Cristiani’s attack on 
the witness — ensuring that U.S. papers 
would run the story — without having to 
go on the record themselves. Thus they 
didn’t have to take the responsibility, 
or the heat, for attacking the witness or 
for taking potshots at Maria Julia 
Hernandez, a favorite Embassy target 
because of her frequent criticisms of 
human rights violations by the Salva- 
doran military. 

But meanwhile, the Catholic Church 
was preparing a counterattack. Arch- 
bishop Arturo Rivera y Damas had 
been told about Cerna’s interrogation 
when he was in the United States and he 
prepared an unusually strong state- 
ment about Cerna’s treatment, which 
he read during the Sunday homily. 
“Instead of being protected as prom- 
ised by the personnel of the U.S. Em- 
bassy, she was submitted to brainwash- 
ing and the blackmail that she would be 
deported if she didn’t tell the truth,”’ 
declared Rivera. 

Rivera noted to journalists after his 
homily that he doubted that Cerna’s 
testimony would have been ques- 
tioned if she had said it was guer- 
rillas instead of the army that had 
killed the Jesuits. 

Ambassador Walker was outraged 
when he heard from a journalist about 
Rivera’s homily. He asked how the 
Catholic Church, with its Inquisition, 
could complain about aggressive ques- 
tioning. Walker said that after going to 
all the trouble of bringing the witness to 
the United States, the U.S. Embassy 
would have no interest in attacking her 
credibility. “Why does anybody think 
we’d go to all this trouble just to dis- 
credit her?”’ said Walker. 

When Walker calmed down, he and 
his public affairs officer worked out a 
more formal response. ‘‘I am saddened 


that the archbishop doesn’t believe that 
the U.S. government and he are on the 
quest for truth. From the moment this 
outrage [the Jesuits’ killing] occurred, ° 
there have been a great many misin- 
formed and unsubstantiated state- 
ments offered by persons in positions 
of authority. The version [of the treat- 
ment of Cerna] provided to the arch- 
bishop is incorrect.” 

The Embassy’s real reaction was 
more accurately reflected in one senior 
official’s comment about the arch- 
bishop. ‘‘He’s a fucking liar,’’ said the 
U.S. official, off the record. 

But by taking on the Salvadoran 
Catholic Church as well as the Jesuit 
order, Walker had overextended him- 
self a bit. The president of the Associa- 
tion of Jesuit Colleges and Universities, 
Paul Tipton, wrote a letter to Secretary 
of State James Baker saying ‘‘Ambas- 
sador Walker’s apparent participation 
in efforts to discredit the testimony of 
this courageous witness is a shocking 
betrayal of the responsibilities of our 
official representative in El Salvador,”’ 
adding that Walker’s behavior raised 
“serious questions regarding the com- 
mitment of this administration to the 
objective or a fair, thorough and im- 
partial investigation of the murders.” 

And Father Burns said, ‘““The Armed 
Forces in El Salvador exercise great 
power. The government of the United 
States, having spent over $1 billion 
building up these Armed Forces, is now 
faced with the problem of whether any- 
one can control them.” 

Burns said controlling the Salva- 


doran military should be the U.S. gov- , 


ernment’s goal, rather than ‘‘ques- 
tionable attempts to impugn the credi- 
bility of Lucia Barrerade Cerna.”

in the United States. 

Deniunciations by the Salvadoran 
military and Salvadoran and U.S. gov- 
ernment officials followed immediately 
after the allegations were made public. 
Before the start of the rebel offensive, 
William Walker, U.S. ambassador to 
El Salvador, denied allegations of U.S. 
involvement with death squads. He did 
say, however, that the allegations of 
death squad activity were ‘‘sensational 
and serious,”’ and needed to be fully in- 
vestigated by the Salvadoran govern- 
ment. : 

William Van Wyke, the attorney 
representing Joya Martinez, told the 
Bay Guardian that a ‘‘full, complete 
and impartial investigation is exactly 
what we are asking for.”’ 

Elena Fuentes responded to the alle- 
gations by calling Joya Martinez ‘“‘an as- 
sassin, a deserter and a thief’’ who fled 
the country in August when he-found 
himself under investigation by the Salva- 
doran high command. (Joya Martinez 
has said he left after being marked for 
assassination by his own unit.) 

“There are no death squads here [in 
the military],’’ Elena Fuentes said. 
‘‘We are professionals who act within 
the law.’’ Elena Fuentes acknow- 
ledged that Joya Martinez had been on 
active duty in the intelligence unit of the 
First Brigade. 

Joya Martinez is currently in Wash- 
ington, D.C. and has applied for polit- 
ical asylum, said Van Wyke. His admis- 
sion of involvement in murder should 
make him ineligible for political 
asylum, according to INS officials, but 
Van Wyke disagrees. 

“Tf I had not done what they said, I 
would have been killed,’’ Joya 
Martinez said. “‘I came up here because 
I wanted to get the story out, regardless 
of what happens to me. I can’t ‘run 
away from the nightmares. I see all the 
people I’ve killed in my sleep. I just 
wanted people to know that U.S. 
money paid for these murders.’’ a

With only a few shopping days left until Christmas, here's aroundup of places 
where you can find everything you need within a few minutes’ walk 


F YOU’VE waited this long to do 
your holiday gift shopping, you may 
be in a bit of a panic. Time is ticking 
away, and you most likely. think that 
. what lies ahead is sheer misery: end- 
less lines, impatient sales people, crowds 
of shoppers as unorganized as you — 
and you’re probably right. But the worst 
problem is. that, if you’ve waited this 
' long to get going, you now have no 
choice but to use your time effectively. 
You can no longer fritter away the days 
contemplating the perfect gift while star- 
ing indecisively at store windows. The 
best strategy at this point is to buy as 
many gifts as possible with the least 
amount of schlepping around. 
Fortunately, the Bay Area gives you 
lots of opportunities to do so, with its 


large number of centralized shopping - 


areas. There are, of course, the big ur- 
ban malls (disguised as ‘‘centres’’ and 


‘‘gallerias’’), but there are also quite a 
few neighborhoods that have a wide 
selection of shops in a few short blocks. 

Below are the results of our whirl- 
wind tours of a few of these central 
shopping areas, intended to give you an 
idea of what’s out there this year, and 
to spur your imagination in these last 
few, desperate hours. 


San Francisco Centre 


The San Francisco Centre at 865 
Market is Nordstrom plus 62 shops, 
fashion boutiques, places to eat, etc. 
And escalators — appealing, spiraling, 
moving stairs — connect the four levels 
of Nordstrom and the four floors of the 
mall.

15-60 power Zoom 
Spotting Telescope will make any 
would-be astronomer a happy camper 
for $289. There’s also a library of 
nature books, a multitude of science 
toys and a dazzling collection of 
jewelry and precious rocks to satisfy 
the environmentalist in everyone. 

For truly ‘‘environmentally correct” 
gift items, step across the street to the 
Greenpeace Store (890 North Point, 
474-1870). Among all the T-shirts, 
sterling silver jewelry and. wooden toys, 
you’ll find a gift for the conscience this 
year: Fifty Simple Things You Can Do 
For The Earth ($4.95), anew book put 
out by Greenpeace, offers some novel 
ideas for environmentally concerned 
citizens to get personally involved.

N MEXICAN tradition, the 
Christmas season begins Dec. 
16th, when, in homes and church- 
es, the figurines for the nacimiento 
(nativity scene) are unwrapped 
and set up. The scene generally in- 
cludes Mary, Joseph, an angel, 





The three wise men are placed at a 
_ distance. The manger is empty until 
Dec. 25th. 
' Many families create entire vil- 
lage scenes around this basic group, 
some including mountains, flowers 
and ponds with ducks. Carmen 
Carrillo, a Mexican American born 
in St. Ignacio, has a friend whose 
nativity scene covers the whole 
room and includes pump-operated 
rivers and waterfalls. Different sec- 
tions represent the visitation of Mary 
to Elizabeth, the annunciation, the 
birth and exodus scenes. “‘It takes 
her and her husband almost amonth 
to set it up, but the result is most 
magnificent,’’ she says. 

Traditional Mexican Christmas 
trees are created with dried branches 
strewn with moss and brightly col- 
ored beads. Miniature painted clay 
pots, pans and figurines, as well as 
miniature wooden chairs, are hung 
from the branches.

‘The evening of Dec. 16th also 
marks the beginning of the posada 
(search for lodging), recreating 
Joseph’s and Mary’s nine-day trip 
from Nazareth to Bethlehem and 
their nightly search for a place to 
stay. The evening candlelit proces- 
sions are headed by a group of chil- 
dren dressed as Mary and Joseph. 
By prearrangement. the group goes 
from door to door, singing its re- 
quest for lodging, until it reaches the 
last house, where the doors are flung 
open and all are admitted for a fiesta. 

A noisy, festive Midnight Mass 
follows the last posada on Christ- 
mas Eve. At this service, the Christ 
child is placed in its cradle. ‘‘Almost 
everyone owns a bird — a canary or 
nightingale,”’ says Carrtilo, and the 
birds are brought to the church to 
sing during the mass. Young boys 
dressed as shepherds carry large 
staffs strung with bells, which they 
shake during the mass. Fifteen 
young girls act as godmothers to the 
infant, and carry him to the cradle 
on a white satin pillow. 

Outside, Indian dancers do tradi- 
tional dances day and night around 
the church. ‘‘One way the Spanish 
ruled the Indians in Mexico was to 
combine the religions,”’ Carrillo

At the feast on E/ Dia de los 
Reyes, it is traditional to present La 
Rosca de Reyes (King’s Wreath) to 
guests. The cake contains a minia- 
ture figure of the Christ child — 
whoever finds it in their piece must 
invite all present to a feast Feb. 2nd. 

That Feb. 2nd feast, on La Dia de 
las Candelaria (Candlemas Day), 
signals the end of the Christmas 
season, celebrating the presentation 
of the infant Jesus at the temple. 
“Mexican families dress a statue of 
the child in a new white satin and 
lace gown like those used for a 
baby’s christening,’ Carrillo says. 
They then bring the figure to the 
church fora blessing, and leave it on 
display all year. y

The selection of specialty beers 
found at the Cannery Wine Cellar 
(673-0400) ranges from the products of 
our local microbreweries to those of 
breweries all over the world. Choose a 
dozen or so from one of the most exten- 
sive beer collections in San Francisco, 
and you’ll be thanked when you pass 
around bottles of tasty triple stouts 
and spicy ales. Trim a sixpack and 
throw in some gourmet pretzels, and 
you’ve got a great gift for any beer fan. 
Some of the recommended beers with a 
distinct holiday flavor are: Triple 
Grimbergen ($2.25), a special Belgian 
abby ale; Mackeson ($1.49), a triple 
stout from London; Octoberfest 
($1.25), Samuel Adams’ holiday lager; 
Grant’s Spiced Ale ($1.95), an English 
malted ale; and Samichlans Brown Ale 
($3.49), imported from Switzerland. 

A gift to stimulate the imaginations 
of both children and adults is Snap 
Snap Snapazoo ($13.95), at Kites and 
Delights (775-KITE). What looks like a 
formless flat hand towel with snaps on 


it is actually a device that can be 
manipulated into 20 to 30 animals. In- 
structions are provided to show you 
how to make a turtle, dragon, pig, 
lobster, fox and many more. It comes 
in purple and blue or yellow and teal. 
Cosmos (19.95) is a definite winner 
at Touch of Brass (673-5908). Battery- 
and magnet-operated, Cosmos is a 
plastic model of spinning planetary 
spheres around a stationary sun, all 
dangling by a thread over a pyramid- 
like base. Quite a conversation piece, 
this pseudo-scientific wonder will at- 
tract more than a glance or two. 
“Bright colors, festive scenes and fine 
workmanship are ways to describe an 
arpillera, available at Past & Present 
(923-9441). These arpilleras, hand ap- 
pliqued, are made in Peru by Van Klee. 
Flat, square pieces of material are 
decorated with miniature dolls, depic- 
ting Peruvian people in traditional and 
nontraditional scenarios. The subject 
matter ranges from circus and festival 
scenes to farming and planting scenes 


to city scenes. The detail put into each 
arpillera is incredible: Among the many 
figures are fuzzy llamas and plump 
turnip-dolls bearing baskets and wear- 
ing full skirts. Sizes are 10 by 10 inches 
($20), 10 by 36 inches ($45), 18 by 18in- 
ches ($35 and $40) and 26 by 38 ($140).

runs along College Avenue, roughly 
from Alcatrazin Berkeley to Broadway 
in Oakland. The Rockridge BART sta- 
tion bisects the neighborhood, dividing 
north and south. 

When you leave the BART station, 
one of the first things you are likely to 
see is the Rockridge Market Hall (5655 
College): This collection of intercon- 
nected stores can provide for all your 
holiday dining needs and whatever edi- 
ble gifts you wish to give. At the Pasta 
Shop Delicatessen (547-4005) you can 
buy a tin of Paterson’s Scottish 
shortbread ($10.95). When the treats 
are gone, the tin will serve as a fine box 
for any collection of knicknacks. If you 
feel more extravagant, you could buy a 
large tin filled with 30 ounces of 
Dicamillo assorted cookies 
($39.95), including butter cookies, 
chocolate meringue cookies, cocktail- 
size wine biscuits, champagne biscuits 


‘and Italian waffle cookies. The con- 


tainer is about the size of a good waste- 
paper basket, and has a chubby little 
cherub printed on the side to remind 
you of the effects of the contents upon 
your weight. 

Farther down the street, Hudson 
Bay Beans (5405 College, 658-9622) has 
barrel candy ($2.59/half-pound) and 
caffeinated gift baskets that include 
either three different coffees, chocolate 
cordials, assorted candies and a coffee 
scooper ($20), or two different coffees, 
assorted candies, biscotti and a coffee 
scooper ($15). It also sells coffee and 
tea by the cup, and claims that its styro- 
foam cups contain no chlorofluoro- 
carbons in the manufacturing or in the 
cups themselves. 

If, however, you feel better serving 
liquids in something ceramic, you can 
buy a seven-piece sake set ($35) 
from Itsy Bitsy (5520 College, 
428-1651). The shop also sells sake 
pitchers alone ($5-$8), and hand- 
painted tea sets with highly polished 
wooden saucers ($50). 

If you’re looking for something with 
a food theme that really glows, try a 
Crate-o-Veggies light set ($22.50) 
from Major Details (5640 College, 
654-8581). Go for either the carrots, 
corn or radishes. Tropical fish, lizards, 
conch shells and cows are also avail- 
able. Each 14-foot string contains ten 
lights. Major Details has other quirky 
gifts, many of which are handmade by 
the owners. There are folding screens 
(the kind Hollywood actresses use to 
hide their bodies while they undress on 
camera) with an industrial, Jackson 
Pollock look ($135). Also available are 
plaster and papier-mache objects in 
mutant plaster shapes, painted with 
neon colors and dubbed Nuclear 
Power Plants ($150). 

Major Details shares a space with 
Xerxes (547-3176), which specializes in 
hand-dyed cotton clothing. A 
method similar to Japanese woodblock 
printing is used to apply images to long- 
sleeved cotton T-shirts ($35). 

If you’re looking for gifts with acon- 
temporary Southwest regional accent, 
try Zia (6020 College, 652-4647). The 
hand-painted vine bracelets from 
Oaxaca are a bargain ($12). You can 
also get glitter-painted light switch 
covers ($24) depicting everything 
from a desert scene to sneakers. 

If your guests prefer tweeds and 
plaids, you should drop by Tipperary 
(5510 College, 428-9222) for Irish im- 
ports. It has a whole wall full of 
mohair and wool blankets in great 
colors ($65). Or, if you’re feeling alittle 
more extravagant, a handmade dark 
plaid blanket that is half cotton and 
half silk is a gorgeous luxury ($185). 


Tipperary also carries ties ($15.50) 
with more plaid variations than you’ve 
ever seen in one place, unless you hap- 
pened to grow up in Dublin. 

If anyone you knowis planning atrip 
in the near future, give them an In- 
donesian money belt from Azizam 
Boutique (5914 College, 653-1136). It 
looks so much like a cummerbund, it 
will fool even the most experienced 
pickpocket. Azizam also has a good as- 
sortment of moderately priced hand- 
made lace for your dining room table 
(doilies, $1.95-$2.95; napkins $2.95; 
placemats, $4.95; tablecloths, 
$35-$125). 

It’s still not too late to stock up on 
Hanukkah supplies. Hanukkah starts 
on the evening of Dec. 23rd, and you 
can buy menorahs ($7.50-$29.95) at 
Such a Business store for kids (5533 
College, 655-6641). It also has an as- 
sortment of wood and plastic dreidels 
(30 cents-$1.50). 

The best general-interest bookstore 
in the area is Pendragon Books (5560 
College, 652-6259). It has a fine selec- 
tion of new and used books, including 
an outstanding collection of second- 
hand art books. For environmentalists 
and nature-lovers, the Sierra Club 
bookstore (6014 College, 658-7470) is 
also nearby. You can buy the Sierra 
Club calendars there at discount 
prices ($6.25-$8.95). 

Michael Olaf Books and Toys (5817 
College, 655-7100) will also help adults 
and children enjoy and understand the 
planet. Eat & Learn placemats ($3) 
are great: Your kids can fight over who 
gets the U.S. map, glow-in-the-dark 
astrological map or flower and tree 
identification charts. If anyone in your 
family has a passion for the extinct, you 
can get them figures from the British 
Museum (tyrannosaurus, $2.75; 
brontosaurus, $8.50; wooly mam- 
moth, $2.75). Or, for those of you who 
consider yourselves citizens of the 
world, prove it by displaying an earth 
flag ($38.75).

Embarcadero Center 

The Embarcadero Center encom- 
passes five blocks of downtown San 
Francisco, near the end of Market 
Street by the Embarcadero, and offers 
something for everyone. The center 
features more than 140 retail shops, 
boutiques, restaurants, cafes and gal- 
leries, set on three levels and linked by 
pedestrian walkways above the street. 
With its open-air grounds and sunlit 
atria, the center provides a relaxed at- 
mosphere for the holiday shopper. In 
fact, with the exception of middays 
during the week, shopping here is 
relatively crowd-free. For last-minute 
shopping, the center has variety and is 
easily accessible. Free map directories 
are located on the street levels of each 
of the five buildings, and most have in- 
formation booths as well. If you really 
have no time to spare, center-wide gift 
certificates are available at the Embar- 
cadero Center Marketing Office, four 
podium level, 772-0585. 

Ingear. (Building One, lobby level, 
397-0925) is a high-tech, game-minded 
and executive gadget shop that offers 
some unique gifts for the person who 
has almost everything. For the spon- 
taneous barbecue enthusiast, pick up a 
completely collapsible portable bar- 
becue grill ($62). Made of stainless 
steel, this charcoal mini is a perfect 
traveler to the beach, a tailgater, or an 
“‘out-of-the-blue vista point.’’ 
Another find here are Rollerblades 
($250) with brilliant fluorescent wheel 
colors. These are a cross between ice 
skates and traditional rollerskates, with 
a single row of four wheels along the 
bottom of high-top plastic boots. 

Touted as ‘‘the store serving serious 
cooks since 1956,’’ Williams-Sonoma 


(Building Two, street level, 421-2033) 
serves novice cooks, food-lovers and 
serious chefs alike. Well-stocked with 
gourmet foodstuffs from all over the 
world, and kitchenware to best prepare 
it, this shop is a great one-stop place for 
last-minute shoppers. A classic waffle 
iron ($499.50) caught my eye as a great 
gift for holiday breakfasts and ensuing 
leisurely mornings. The ‘‘Classic Waf- 
fler’’ has a nonstick surface and auto- 
matic temperature control, which as- 
sures good results in making 62-inch 
diameter waffles. Federal Express and 
phone orders are accepted for all items. 

It’s hard to walk out of The Nature 
Company (Building Four, street level, 
956-4911) without purchasing some- 
thing, or at the very least playing with 
the intriguing items offered here. The 
Nature Company encourages you to 
explore, learn and marvel at nature 
through its wealth of books, objects, 
instructive games and toys. Some of the 
many gift ideas I found included bird 
feeders ranging in size and price 
($10.95-$29.95); necklaces of lapis, 
amber, quartz and other stones 
($45-$200); unique earrings in animal 
shapes, made of etched metal and 
stones ($8-$60); and for a truly unique 
gift, The Two-Potato Clock, 
powered by potatoes, plants and soda 
pop, no batteries required ($16.95).

Tacky doesn’t always mean cheap, 
but it’s an unbeatable combination 
when it does. Perhaps the cheapest gift 
you could get someone this season is a 
do-it-yourself paper model of the 
Loma Prieta earthquake. Put out by 
the U.S. Geological Survey, this gift is a 
winner, not only because it involves 
old-fashioned touches like cutting and 
pasting, but also because it only costs 
$1.50. You get an amazing ten pages 
for your money, complete with instruc- 
tions and a scientific explanation of 
how the earth moved during the quake. 
Someone who stolemy copy and photo- 
copied it put together a very convincing 
replica of those 15 minutes in October. 

Also on the cheap side is Arby’s 
“Holly Days’’ collection of holiday 
glassware. These attractive party 
glasses hold 9% ounces of holiday 
beverage, are decorated with a cheerful 
holly and berry design and are rimmed 
with 22 karat gold. Each glass only 
costs 99 cents with any Arby’s soft- 
drink purchase. Nowhere do these 
glasses say Arby’s — as far as I 
can tell, these look exactly like the holly 
and berry glasses on sale at Macy’s at 
five times the price. 

Macy’s, no slouch in the tacky de- 
partment either, is offering a spec- 
tacular line of pet luxury items this 
year. What Scrooge could resist the 
dog bowl and placemat set ($25), or 
the dog ‘‘tuxedo’’ with bow-tie, 
white shirt and tails ($45)? My recom- 
mendation for giving in the tacky spirit 
is the ‘‘English manor doghouse’”’ 
that provides first-class accommoda- 
tions for your dog — for only $2,500. 

Each holiday season comes with its 
“*sleeper,’’ or surprise gift success. This 
year, the staff at the Bay Guardian 
learned that the gift we had decided had 
the least reason to live, the gift that we 
had out-and-out ridiculed and derided, 
was a smash sell-out.

The Story Behind Santa: 


The legend of St. Nicholas 
dates back to a third-century bishop of Myra

T’S A wonderful myth: A fairyland 

inhabited by a flamboyantly dressed, 

compulsively merry father figurein a 

red suit, his few, vaguely referenced 

assistants and some implausible 
English and German reindeer with moti- 
vational names (in German, ‘‘Donner”’ 
is thunder, ‘‘Blitzen’’ is flash), all of 
whom combine to drop treasures down 
the chimneys of preschoolers who 
haven’t been unduly rebellious during 
the 12 months past. Nothing in infancy 
equals the Santa Claus myth, and 
nothing ever will. 

But when it ends, we offer nothing 
to replace it. Its end is life’s first let- 
down. Too bad, because it’s an un- 
necessary waste of the beautiful story 
behind the myth. 

The Columbia Encyclopedia says 
unequivocally: ‘‘The career and qual- 
ities attributed to Santa Claus are all 
recently acquired.’’ Oh? Come with me 
to the southwestern shores of what is 
now Turkey, circa 300 A.D., to the 
country of Lycia, a land of 10,000-foot 
mountains with freezing winters, 
scanty summer rainfall and, in the cen- 
tral region, no running water — only 
wells that frequently dried up when 
summer came. As one archaeologist 
put it: “‘Altogether a hard land, and it 
had a hardy folk.’’ Settlement is traced 
back to the third millenium B.C., and 
Lycians were among the bravest of the 
Trojan allies in Homer’s /liad. 

From Patara, the most important 
harbor of Lycia and once a religious 
center with an oracle that rivaled the 
one at Delphi, came a true de- 
scendant of this ancient stock, a 
boy named Nicholas. Educated at 
nearby Xanthus, the greatest city of 
Lycia, he traveled to Egypt and Pal- 
estine, became a Christian, was im- 
prisoned during the Roman emperor 
Diocletian’s persecution of the new 
sect, then released under Constantine. 
Though obviously young, Nicholas at- 
tended the Council of Nicaea in 325 


A.D., where he supposedly slapped a 
heretic ‘‘so that his bones rattled.”’ 

One senses why Nicholas became 
bishop of ancient Myra, some 40 miles 
from Patara, at an early age — an event 
honored in medieval Europe by a wide- 
spread custom of electing locally each 
year, on Dec. 6th, the Saint’s feast day, 
a boy bishop who “served” through 
Christmas. 

Nicholas was revered while alive for 
his good works, was canonized, had a 
host of beneficent miracles attributed 
to him by later clerical biographers and 
became the patron saint of children, 
virgins, sailors, travelers, those in peril 
on the high seas, scholars, merchants, 
pawnbrokers and numerous medieval 
guilds, and of Sicily, Greece and 
Russia. His name probably derives 
from the Greek word for ‘‘people’s vic- 
tor.’’ In his lifetime, he was renowned 
for rescuing shipwrecked sailors, trav- 
elers, prisoners, the distressed in 
general and, more than once, his city of 
Myra. Supposedly he once comman- 
deered corn from an imperial cargo 
fleet that put in nearby, averting 
famine for the Myrans. As embellished 
by the mythmakers, the holds were 
nonetheless full upon arrival of the 
fleet in Byzantium. 

Nicholas’s patronage of virgins and 
children, however, derives not from 
miracles but from the simplest and 
kindest of stories. According to legend, 
he secretly threw three purses of gold by 
night into the house of an honorable 
citizen of Myra who had lost his for- 
tune, thus providing dowries for the 
man’s three daughters, enabling them 
to marry. The story appears to be the 
origin of the pawnbroker’s symbol of 
three gold balls. 

This evolved into a reputation for 
tossing bags of coins down chimneys of 
poor village girls in general, with the 
same objective. Those small mesh bags 
of chocolate ‘‘coins’’ in gold foil that 
appear in candy stores during the holi- 
days, and our myth of secret gifts from 
Santa Claus via the chimney, are prob- 


ably derived from this. The trans- 
formation of Saint Nicholas into 
Father Christmas, which took place 
first in Germany, grew naturally from 
the association of Christmas with chil- 
dren, family and the giving of gifts. In- 
deed, the day of gift-giving was 
originally Dec. 6th, and still isin certain 
areas of northern Europe. So much for 
the encyclopedia. 

In the small coastal town of Demre, 
which encompasses ancient Myra, a 
large yellow sign with the legend ‘‘Baba 
Noel’’ (Turkish for Father Christmas) 
directs the traveler to the Sth-century 
Byzantine church dedicated to St. 
Nicholas. Probably the oldest church 
in Turkey, it has four aisles and a 
rounded, three-window apse in which 
rests a small stone altar. Cloisters line 
one side, and the remains of St. 
Nicholas may originally have rested in, 
or under, along niche on the other. The 
church is rather beautiful in structure. 
A sizable garden with a modern statue 
of Father Christmas carrying his bag of 
gifts shelters the basilica. 

By the 6th century the church had 
become a well-known pilgrimage 
shrine. In 808 the invading Saracens set 
out to destroy the tomb, failing when 
the saint supposedly misdirected them 
to another sarcophagus. In 1087 he was 
less vigilant, and Italian sailors and 
merchants stole the body and brought 
it to Bari, on the southeast coast of 
Italy, to serve as their protector. Bari 
then became the pilgrimage point, and 
even today one finds at its charming 
church of St. Nicholas no ready 
reference to the great saint’s true 
origins. Special services are still held 
beside the tomb in Myra on Dec. 6th. 

Santa Claus doesn’t have to be a 
bubble that pops when a child turns 
five. All of the long, traditional history 
indicates that he was a real man — and 
a strong, courageous, purposeful, in- 
telligent one, who lived for others. Any 
child who is ready to shed the myth is 
ready to receive that message. Why not 
giveit?

Reviews of the 1990 calendars, from images of black history 
to ‘Star Trek: The Next Generation’

MPRESSIONIST PAINTINGS, 

“‘zany’’ cartoons meant for readers 

of Family Circus, Escher drawings, 

glorified images of nature, sickly 

sweet photos of household pets and 
soft-core porn like ‘‘Buns”’ and ‘Hot 
Bods’’: Most of the 1990 calendars 
look pretty much like those of the 
1980s. 

I guess since the pattern of days and 
the months doesn’t really change much 
from year to year, it’s logical that the 
pictures on top of the calendars don’t, 
either. But once the days leave the 
realm of those neat little white squares, 
anything can and usually does happen, 
so it’s nice when your calendar can get 
you prepared. ees 

There are some unusually interesting 
wall calendars and datebooks this year, 
suitable for almost anyone on your gift 
list. And if you have to remind some- 
one that time is passing, you might as 
well do it with style. 

By far the best — and the cheapest — 
calendar of the year is The Telegraph 
Avenue Street Calendar: A Photo- 
Documentary of Berkeley’s Leg- 
endary Street People ($5, Twisted 
Image, 1630 University #26, Berk., CA 
94703). This look at Telegraph Ave.’s 
street philosophers and rogues is the 
work of B.N. Duncan and Ace 
Backwords, and is available from 
Cody’s Bookstore as well as directly 
from Twisted Image. Not only does the 
Street Calendar contain an epic photo 
of the legendary underground car- 
toonist R. Crumb, it features photos of 
and information about street artists 
like Suzie Sounds, whom most passers- 
by describe only as that street musician 
with the wings on her head. The cap- 
tions are interesting and non- 
judgmental (‘‘Street person John 
Delmos has been both an amiable 
fellow and a socially dissident trouble- 
shooter, with some genuine criticisms 
about tyranny in our society’’) and cap- 
ture the local color without being con- 


descending or whitewashing it. 

The 1990 Soft Touch calendar, 
from the store on Haight Street, is 
another fun bit of local color. Subtitled 
“Artists and Pets,”’ it looks like the sort 
of thing you would make if you got 
together with your friends — if you 
have arty friends, that is. 

The Amnesty International Cal- 
endar for 1990 ($9.95, Golden Turtle 
Press) features a powerful collection of 
art, including works by Pablo Picasso, 
Roy Lichtenstein and Paul Jenkins-and 
Elly Simmons. A quote about Amnesty 
International, the international human 
rights organization, accompanies each 
month, but they’re inspirational or 
educational, not preachy, which sums 
up the tone of the entire calendar. 

Again this year, A Journey Into 
365 Days of Black History ($8.95, 
Pomegranate Calendars & Books) is 
one of the finest gifts you could give to 
anyone interested in the history that 
rarely makes school textbooks. Each 
day of the month contains information 
about an important achievement in 
black history, from the birthdate of 
Angela Davis to the date Hannibal 
crossed the Alps with elephants. Each 
month features a profile of an impor- 
tant black person or culture, from 
playwright Lorraine Hansberry and 
local congressman Ron Dellums to the 
pharaohs of the Second Golden Age in 
Kemet and the Shang dynasty, the 
“black. kings’? of ancient China. 
December highlights a man well known 
to students of literature: Alexander 
Dumas, author of The Three 
Musketeers and The Count of Monte 
Cristo, who was of African ancestry. 

Chronicle Books has introduced a 
line of beautiful, if a bit impractical, 
date books. The hard-bound Gifts of 
Age ($16.95, Chronicle Books) and 
Dog Days ($14.95, Chronicle Books) 
are elegant, classy and nearly too lovely 
to write in. Dog Days contains black- 
and-white art photos of dogs and their 
masters, from 1900 to the present, 
printed on glossy, expensive stock, fac- 


ing a week of days. Some dogs and pho- 
tographers are familiar — William 
Wegman’s longtime. companion and 
subject Fay, Bruce Weber’s shot of 
Rowdy, Chris Callis’s ‘‘Reindog’’ — 
others are surprising and fresh. All of 
them are the highest quality, and 
even the heart-warming ones complete- 
ly avoid the smarminess of most photo- 
graphs of pets. 

Gifts of Age contains Pamela Valois’ 
black-and-white portraits of older 
women. Each of them conveys a depth 
of beauty and wisdom that’s inspira- 
tional and awe-inspiring. Some are 
famous, some are not, and the text by 
Charlotte Painter reveals the philos- 
ophy, courage and humor that guides 
them through their years. Although it 
seems destructive to write in a book so 
fine, this book would give new meaning 
to appointments scheduled and birth- 
days noted — and the example of these 
women would make each day seem like 
a gift, not a chore. 

Of two calendars showcasing women 
artists, Women in Art ($9.95, 
Pomegranate Calendars and Books) 
and A Celebration of Women Art- 
ists ($9.95, Golden Turtle Press), the 
former is better to look at, but the latter 
includes interesting biographical and 
art historical information. The works 
in Women in Art — by Gertrude 
Ambercrombie, Honore Sharrer and 
others — are from the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s National Museum of Amer- 
ican Art, and are excellent repro- 
ductions that jump right off the page. 
The works in A Celebration of Women 
Artists, by Mary Cassatt, Joan 
Mitchell, Nancy Graves and others, are 
less exciting, but would still be a fine 
gift to an art lover. 

Everybody loves a nature calendar, 
cf course, but after a while, they all 
start to look the same. After looking 
through stacks of them, I decided that 
the best of the lot was not from the 
perennial winner, the Sierra Club, but 
from the Audubon Society, which has

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Mall Meals 


Stonestown Galleria offers a wide selection of food for hungry shoppers

F THE WORD “‘mall”’ gives you the 
heeby-jeebies, then join the crowd. 
The truth is, though, Stonestown is 
no longer a mall, but a modern, 
sleek, up-to-date ‘‘galleria.’’ I rarely 
go to Stonestown, but as you might 
have noticed (or tried to avoid), the 
holiday season is upon us, and the 
dreaded shopping is not only an ugly 
reality but an urgent one. While shop- 
ping the other day, I discovered a huge 
- variety of food concessions at the 
mall... mean galleria. In all honesty, 
they’re really quite impressive, and you 
have to hand it to the designer of this 
food and beverage area for encourag- 
ing decent vendors with fairly 
wholesome food. 

One big complaint, but one that can- 
not be fixed, is the noise level. Maybe 
it’s just because I hate shopping and 
crowds so much, but it seems that the 
decibel level here is above and beyond 
safety standards. 


The very concept of fast food is per- 
sonally offensive to me, but when you 
have several hundred gifts to buy, not 
including the four dozen for yourself, 
you need to eat fast and get back on 
track. One thing for sure, it’s an ex- 
cellent idea to eat before you venture 
into the crowds, and an even better idea 
to stop midway and havea drink, snack 
or even lunch or dinner. Shopping on 
an empty stomach encourages suicidal 
and homicidal behavior. 

If you do plan a light break fast at the 
mall, there are several options. Youcan 
begin with any kind of coffee drink at 
the Center Court Cafe. The espresso I 
had was very good, and could have 
been even better with any one of the 
pastries. I did sample a mocha torte, 
which was heavenly, sweet and very 
decadent. A cherry torte or cake or 
whatever should be avoided at all cost, 
unless cornstarch and sugar are your 
two favorite food groups. Mostly 
brown sugar and butter make up the 
dense and very sweet pecan bars. I’m 


sure one of these with a coffee drink 
would be an efficient jump start in the 
morning. Carrot cake and the assorted 
cheesecakes also looked very good. 

A more sensible and certainly 
healthier breakfast would be a 
smoothie at The Squeeze. Fresh- 
squeezed juices, fruit slushes and 
smoothies range in price from $1.25 to 
$2. We sampled a coconut, pineapple 
and orange smoothie and found it 
refreshing, filling and delicious. 

Cafe Mah-Valous also has a large 
assortment of huge muffins, which I 
didn’t try — but plenty of other folks 
were chomping away on the baked 
goods. This stand also serves salads, 
sandwiches and soup. 

Lunch can be greasy, clean, raw, 
cooked, Asian, Latin, American or 
Italian, There’s something for 
everyone, and it looks like everyone is 
eating something. I didn’t try burgers 
from the hamburger and fry stand or 
the hot dog on a stick, but I couldn’t 
take my eyes off the costumed girls 


behind the dog-on-a-stick stand. I tried 
to choose what looked like the widest 
variety of concessions, and stuck to 
what I could stomach. Believe me, 
eating in a restaurant and doing a 
review is much easier than this! 

California Crisp has a good selec- 
tiom of healthy, interesting salads and 
pastas made to order. Especially good 
are the potato concoctions: You can get 
filled skins or a whole baked potato 
with your choice of toppings. I really 
loved the huge potato with bright green, 
crispy broccoli flowerettes and cheddar 
cheese for $3.39. Also huge was the 
(small size) chicken curry salad 
'($3.99), made with romaine lettuce, 
water chestnuts, raisins, peanuts and 
tomato. A large, moist and rather 
dense square of cornbread was served 
with this salad. 

I liked the pizza at Di Mattia’s: It 
tasted like New York pizza and was just 
about as expensive — $1.79 for one 
slice. There’s also baked lasagne, 
manicotti and a couple of other red- 


sauced pasta options. 

Most upscale and trendy is Tortola, 
the fast-food cousin of the Sacramento 
Street Mexican/Southwest restaurant. 
The usual Mexican fare is offered with 
black beans instead of pinto, and the 
fried foods are lard-free. It seems 
that all the ingredients are tasty 
enough, but something gets lost in the 
combining of them. They lack charac- 
ter, but are good enough for a quick 
lunch while shopping. 

Guacamole and chips ($2.95) was 
passable, but tasted and looked like too 
much sour cream had been added (there 
shouldn’t be ary such thing, as far as 
I’mconcerned). The beef burrito ($4.75), 
way Overprived and common, was also 
OK. The beef was delicious by itself, 
but the flat-tasting beans, boring short- 
grained rice and average salsa didn’t 
work. About the same in quality was 
the chicken taco ($2). Once again, the 
chicken was pretty good, but the whole 
taco was soggy and weak in flavor. 
Avoid the peach margarita at all cost. 

Good for fast food, and pleasantly 
and appropriately greasy, was the Super 
Steak sandwich at The Great Steak 
and Fry Company. Large and not ex- 
actly cheap ($5.25), this sandwich is 
even better with the unpeeled fries 
dipped in vinegar or catsup. Strips of 
steak, mushrooms, peppers and onions, 
cooked on a flat griddle, topped with 
provolone cheese, lettuce and tomato 
and placed in a large white-bread bun, is 
filling, to say the least. If only the bun 
were better — less soggy, less white and 
with more flavor. Alas, this is fast 
food, and frankly, I don’t think many 
people notice the quality of the bread in 
this case. : 

Panda Express has a large assort- 
ment of Chinese dishes for good prices. 
A combination of four different dishes 
with either chow mein or fried rice can 
be had for $6.19, and can easily be 
shared between two people. Spicy chick- 
en with peanuts had plenty of sweet 
yellow onions and dried red peppers; 
broccoli with beef, made of tender 
slices of beef and only the broccoli 
flowerettes, was gingery and whole- 
some, Szechwan pork with slivered car- 
rots, pork and chunks of green pepper 
was also quite good. Deep-fried barbecue 
pork was pretty greasy and boring. The 
chow mein was average, but a good 
companion to the other dishes. 

Last on my itinerary, but not neces- 
sarily the last thing to eat, is Penguin 
Frozen Yogurt. This can be enjoyed 
as a dessert item, but, depending on 
what if any toppings you choose, it can 
be a nutritious and satisfying meal in 
itself. A small nonfat dutch chocolate 
($1.45) has only 80 calories per serving 
(20 calories per ounce). The lowfat 
varieties contain 37 calories per ounce, 
but the nonfat tastes just as good as, if 
not better than, the more caloric ver- 
sion. Toppings range from 55 cents for 
dry toppings like granola, nuts, chips, 
dried fruit, etc., to 85 cents for fruit, 
chocolate or caramel sauces. 

In addition to these concessions, 
there are candy stores and a Mrs. Fields 
cookie outlet, so there’s no reason to go 
hungry while you shop. Stonestown 
Galleria, next to San Francisco State 
University, has free parking and a 
multitude of stores made for holiday 
shoppers. If shopping this year is a 
necessity, then make it as complete and 
painless as possible. a

The 
Audubon Sea Life Calendar ($8.95, 
Macmillan Publishing Company) 
epitomizes the best of the new school of 
wildlife photography: fresh subjects, in 
this case undersea life, extreme close- 
ups at odd angles and bright colors. 

Subjects include three intertwined 
sea horses, a beautifully malignant 
mole cowrie and the bulbous base of 
purple sea urchin spines. 

The Audubon Engagement Cal- 
endar ($9.95, Macmillan Publishing 
Company) features similarly high- 
quality, if not as eerily avant-garde, 
photographs of flowers, birds, wildlife 
and nature scenes. 

For the politically correct animal- 
lovers on your gift list, People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animal’s Res- 
cued Calendar ($10, PETA, 1-800- 
673-8501) features animals like Cindy 
the cat and Martin the rabbit, who have 
been rescued and helped PETA’s 
member-supported programs. 

The biggest disappointments of the 
year, for Star Trek fans anyway, are 
the cheap’n’nasty Star Trek calendars 
($8.95, Pocket Books). The photos in 
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one feature scenes from Star Trek: The 
Next Generation, but they’re so fuzzy, 
dark and out-of-focus they look like 
stills from a campy B-Movie but with- 
out the sense of humor. On the back, it 
boasts that it features ‘‘a full-size cen- 
terfold of Captain Picard, Lieutenant 
Commander Data and the rest of the 
Enterprise crew!”’ Well, unless the crew 
is lost in the The Land of the Giants, it’s 
certainly not full-size. And you might 
as well forget about October, because 
the page between September and 
November wasn’t cut open. 

The other Trek calendar features the 
original cast as they appeared in the 
last Star Trek movie — you know, the 
one that even fans hated, and where the 
cast members just looked old and 
bored. The quality of photos was just 


.as poor, and made the movie look

A new biography of Virginia Woolf contends that childhood abuse 
was the cause of her ‘mad genius’ 


VIRGINIA WOOLF: THE IMPACT 
OF CHILDHOOD SEXUAL ABUSE 
ON HER LIFE AND WORK. By 
Louise DeSalvo. Beacon Press, 367 
pages, $22.95.

In numerous biographies of Virginia 
Woolf and her circle of family and 
friends known as Bloomsbury, she has 
been portrayed as a mad genius whose 
mental instability was mysteriously in- 
herent. The oddities and tragedies of 
her early childhood have been largely 
glossed over, depicted as the inevitable 
ups and downs of a normal, function- 
ing family. Likewise, Bloomsbury, that 
luminous circle of artistic and literary 
pioneers, has been painted as a 
humanistic, visionary- movement 
whose members engaged in free- 
spirited relationships. 

The first crack in the Bloomsbury 
legend occurred a few years ago, when 
Angelica Garnett, the daughter of 
Woolf’s sister Vanessa Bell, wrote an 
account of her disturbed and traumatic 
childhood, calling into question the in- 
tegrity of the adults who raised her. 
Now comes a study by Louise DeSalvo 
that rips open the curtain on the 
childhood of one of the most studied 
writers in literature. Virginia Woolf: 
The Impact of Childhood Sexual 
Abuse on Her Life and Work is more 
than an expose of the Stephen family in 
which Woolf was raised; it is a vindica- 
tion of the madness epithet that she suf- 
fered from all her life. As DeSalvo 
notes, “‘Defining an adolescent as mad, 
after all, absoives a family of guilt and 
responsibility.”” 

Drawing upon contemporary psycho- 


logical and sociological theories, 
DeSalvo has examined Woolf’s child- 
hood stories as well as her diaries, let- 
ters and fiction, and the massive 
amount of biographical information 
available, to paint a bleak portrait of 
what would today be called a severely 
dysfunctional family. According to 
DeSalvo, Woolf was screaming out as 
early as the age of 10 to have her ex- 
perience acknowledged, but because of 
the Victorian taboos against explicit 
sexual discussion and the psychology of 
victims of childhood incest, she em- 
ployed various methods of subterfuge 
when expressing herself. 

For instance, at age 17 Woolf wrotea 
short story, ‘‘Terrible Tragedy at 
Duckpond,”’ full of symbolic refer- 
ences to her molesters, her half- 
brothers George and Gerald 
Duckworth, which she sent to a friend, 
Emma Vaughan, along with a letter 
pleading, ‘‘Do you see? You must read 
my work carefully — not missing my 
peculiar words.” 

Even in her novels, according to 
DeSalvo, Woolf told and retold the tale 
of her abuse, but ‘‘Because these ex- 
traordinary portraits of traumatized 
children are embedded in populated 
novels, these children and their stories 
are often overlooked by readers, who 
fix their focus upon the grownups, just 
as abused children are often over- 
looked, or ignored, or left to fend for 
themselves.’” 

Because Woolf so artfully disguised 
her message, I was a third of the way 
through this biography before I began 
to be convinced of DeSalvo’s thesis. I 
had known;-as does anyone who has 
read Woolf’s ‘‘Moments of Being,” 
that she had been molested by at least 


one of her half-brothers, but I had 
thought it a one-time occurrence. As 
for the difficulties of understanding 
Woolf’s fiction, I attributed this to the 
fact that her work is complex, as is most 
great literature, rather than seeing the 
ambiguities and symbolism employed 
by an incest survivor, and I dissected 
her work with a philosophical rather 
than a psychological eye. While I did 
hold the opinion that Woolf’s so-called 
madness was surely the result of child- 
hood trauma, I assumed that the death 
of her mother and half-sister were the 
chief tragedies of her life. In these 
respects, I am most likely a typical 
Woolf reader. 

DeSalvo blows the lid off these 
assumptions. In this very clear, 
readable biography, she shows that 
Virginia Woolf was severely damaged, 
not only by the sexual abuse she suf- 
fered at the hands of her half-brothers, 
but by other forms of neglect and abuse 
within the family. Ina sense, the book’s 
title is a misnomer: DeSalvo describes 
many other types of abuse besides sex- 
ual. If there’s a flaw in her argument, it 
is only that she sometimes discounts 
these other abuses, choosing to em- 
phasize the incest. 

The Stephen household consisted of 
Leslie Stephen and his second wife 
Julia, a daughter by his first marriage, 
Julia’s three children from a previous 
marriage and the couple’s four 
children, of whom Virginia was one. 
Laura, Leslie’s daughter by his, first 
wife, was apparently a slow learner, 
something that exasperated her 
scholarly father to the degree that his 
punishments led to severe emotional 
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traces the development of her views on the psychodynamics, 

sociology, and culture of gender. Expanding upon her 
pathbreaking work in The Reproduction of Mothering, and _ 
combining significant new writings with previously published

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problems in the girl. For most of her 
childhood, Laura was banished to a 
remote room of the house, rarely 
allowed to mingle with other members 
of the family, and was later committed 
to an institution. DeSalvo postulates 
that the effects of Laura’s presence 
must have been severely detrimental to 
the other children, particularly 
Virginia: They had before them living 
proof of the fate of those who did not 
abide by Victorian standards of 
behavior. 

The household was managed along 
strict gender lines, with Julia literally 
working herself to death. It was shortly 
after her death that the Duckworth 
brothers began their molestation of 
Virginia, and probably, speculates 
DeSalvo, of Vanessa as well. Stella 
Duckworth was forced by Leslie to take 
over Julia’s domestic duties, and she 
too died three years later, partly 
from overwork. 

By this time Virginia had begun hav- 
ing breakdowns; DeSalvo traces these 
to events within the family. Not only 
had Woolf been traumatized by the 
death of her mother, but she was left 
wholly unprotected and vulnerable to 
her half-brothers. When her so-called 
breakdowns began, she was sedated, 
forced to rest, forbidden certain ac- 
tivities and rarely left alone. No wonder 
she began to write. Says DeSalvo, “‘A 
terrified ten-year-old girl by the name 
of Virginia Stephen first picked up her 
pen to write a portrait of the world as 
seen through the eyes of an abused 
child. Contemporary writers may be 
able to write more graphically. But 
Virginia Woolf’s life’s work stands 
among the most insightful testimonies 
we have.”’ 

There are some who will argue that 
DeSalvo’s study vilifies the Stephen 
family unnecessarily, and that too 
much of her theory is based on conjec- 
ture and speculation. Indeed, some of 
it is: She speculates that Vanessa was 
molested as well as Virginia, that 
Vanessa and Virginia were sexually in- 
timate with one another, that Virginia 
had an “‘affair’’ with Vanessa’s hus- 
band, when most accounts indicate it 
was a short-lived flirtation. But much 
of what we know of Virginia Woolf 
and Bloomsbury is based on conjecture 
and speculation, and DeSalvo’s thesis 
is grounded in solid, contemporary 
theory: Just as psychologists study the 
drawings of abused children to deter- 
mine their experiences and emotions, 
so has DeSalvo mined Woolf’s work to 
unearth clues to hers. Her research is 
exhaustive, as proven by the book’s 
23-page bibliography. 

This inquiry into Woolf’s so-called 
madness significantly alters previous 
perceptions of her. While it has long 
been accepted that Woolf was a vi- 
sionary when it came to describing the 
organization of the family and society 
by gender roles, what has been over- 
looked is how her vision and phil- 
osophy were shaped by her own per- 
sonal experience. (The personal, if you 
will, is political.) This connection is im- 
portant, not only to a greater under- 
standing of Woolf’s work, but also to 
the study of the effects of incest, an ex- 
perience we now know is all too com- 
mon. As DeSalvo points out, the 
Stephen family was no aberration: 
Most Victorian households were 
abusive and neglectful toward their 
children. 

On an even broader level, by show- 
ing how a great writer’s psyche was af- 
fected by her childhood, DeSalvo helps 
debunk the myth that inherent mental 
imbalance is a prerequisite to creativity. 

I closed this book with a burning 
desire to re-read Virginia Woolf, to dis- 
cover for myself the story behind the 
story — and that, finally, is the greatest 


service that can be rendered by any 
biographer. a

SECRET LOVERS. By Luann Lindquist. 
Lexington Books, D.C. Heath & Co., 
218 pages, $18.95.

Too much holiday togetherness get- 
ting you down? Was 1989 humdrum? 
Looking for a New Year’s resolution 
that you won’t have to force yourself to 
keep? Secret Lovers: Affairs Hap- 
pen...How To Cope, may be the 
answer to your problems. 

As she says in her forward, Luann 
Linquist, a Bay Area psychologist, 
herein investigates why our society’s 
proscription against extramarital af- 
fairs seems little more than myth. (The 
Statistics she quotes are that 70 percent 
of all married men and 50 percent of 
married women have extramarital af- 
fairs, and about 60 percent of single 
men and women have such relation- 
ships with a married person). She looks 
into how people deal with jealousy, 
secrecy and guilt, what an affair means 
about what (if anything) is wrong with 
the marriage and how these liaisons af- 
fect the ‘‘affairing’’ individuals and 
those close to them. Secret Lovers 
promises to be a scholarly examination 
and is promoted as a self-help book (the 
“how to cope’’ subtitle), but is really a 
thinly disguised manual on how to have 
a long-term affair. 

“*The generally accepted attitude in 
American society is that affairs are 
destructive for the lovers involved and 
for the marriage,’’ Dr. Linquist tells us, 
“vet in my own research and clinical ex- 
perience I have found that lovers report 
strong gains that outweigh any dif- 
ficulties that arise, such as increased 
feelings of self esteem, less pressure on 
their marriages, an opportunity for 
personal growth, and a validation of 
their sexual selves.’’ 

Lawdy, Aunt Maudy! This is a 
downright seditious book. Not only 
does the good doctor tell you how to go 
about it, she gives you some official- 
sounding excuses in case you get 
caught. One chapter is quite shameless- 
ly entitled ‘‘How to Have A Successful 
Affair,” and the other nine chapters 
provide additional practical informa- 
tion, like lists of the risks and rewards 
of a potential affair, a self-evaluation 
questionnaire designed to help you 
assess whether you’re ripe for the pick- 
ing, an overview of the course most of 
these relationships follow and, it goes 
without saying, a generous sprinkling 
of titillating peeps into other people’s 
personal lives that seem right out of 
““My True Confessions’’: 

“Intuitively, I knew that when he said 
“Stay with me,’ he meant sexually. . . .1 
felt a deep attraction for him so it was 
easy to cross from friend to lover... .1 
wanted his arms around me. I hadn’t 
had a relationship in so long.” 

If you’ve ever contemplated an af- 
fair — your own (pleasurably), a part- 
ner’s (painfully) or someone else’s 


(pruriently), you’ll have already 
figured out for yourself some of the 
facts presented here: The typical illicit 
couple is a married man and a single 
woman; having an affair is sometimes a 
married person’s first bold step toward 


divorce (but not necessarily remarriage , 


to the lover); affairs between a married 
person and a single person are often an 
acceptable relationship to both in- 
volved parties; and that they are quite 
often entered into for reasons having 
nothing whatsoever to do with sex — 
whether more, better or different. 

The viewpoint of this book is limited 
— only affairs that are heterosexual, a 
secret from the spouse and have lasted 
more than a year are examined, and not 
all that many of them, at that, but the 
author does state this up front. For 
what this is, a pop-psych product rather 
than an in-depth research project, it’s 
quite good. The whys of extramarital 
romances being what they may, and in- 
teresting after the fact, the book ad- 
dresses the far more fascinating ques- 
tions of the wherefores: How a respec- 
tably married person finds a lover 
(most often at work), where you go to 
do the deed (a variety of resourceful 
solutions) and how you keep the un- 
suspecting spouse from discovering all 
(see previous parentheses). 

If all this hasn’t peaked your curiosity 
sufficiently to lay hands on the book, 
here are Luann Linquist’s closing 
words: ‘Affairs are here to stay. For 
anyone to continue to deny the obvious 
is indeed foolish; you may as well bury 
your head in the sand, and if you do, 
your partner will probably have an af- 
fair.’”’ However effective or ineffective 
she is as a psychologist, researcher and 
writer, this woman sure knows how to 
motivate book-buyers! |

INTRIGUE 


THE CUCKOO’S EGG. By Clifford 
Stoll. Doubleday, 323 pages, $18.95.

Ostensibly a mere true story of inter- 
national computer crime, The 
Cuckoo’s Egg is really about obsession 
and cultural collision. The obsession 
belongs to the autobiographical author 
of this book, a blue-jeaned astrophysi- 
cist named Clifford Stoll, who lived, 
during the time the events described 
here took place, in a shared household in 
Berkeley. After losing his astronomy 
grant in 1986, Stoll took a job run- 
ning the computer systems of Lawrence 
Berkeley Laboratories, the esoteric 
physics lab high on a hill above the Uni- 
versity of California campus. Unlike its 
cousin at Livermore, Lawrence Berkeley 
Labs does no classified work, but it is 
tied, through international data links 
originally built by the U.S. Army, to 
American military computers through- 
out the world. 

A week after beginning his new 
career, Stoll noticed a 75-cent 
discrepancy in the computer records. 
He soon figured out that a computer- 
using intruder was behind it, tapping in- 
to other people’s mail and documents 
through the phone lines with stolen 
passwords. To catch the thief, Stoll 
wired up a jerry-rigged group of com- 
puter printers, set to surreptitiously 
transcribe each session. At. first, he 
doggedly camped out between the 
printers; later, he had himself beeped 
whenever the intruder dialed in. Even- 
tually he found himself enmeshed in an 
arduous nine-month investigation that 
involved a reluctant FBI, a hamstrung 
CIA, several befuddled telephone com- 
panies, an Army cryptography squad, 
the frightening and shadowy code- 
crackers of the National Security 
Agency, the enigmatic West German 
police and a couple of other agencies so 


secret that their acronyms have no 
public translation. 

That’s where the cultural collision 
comes in. Bob Woodward never gave 
the spooks of McLean, Virginia such a 
jaundiced yet loving portrait. In their 
company, Stoll himself is something of 
a Merry Prankster; at one point he 
playfully, idly prints some NSA rubber 
stamps (TOP SECRET) on a piece of 
scrap paper; when the guards find it, he 
nearly finds himself impounded. 
Meanwhile, he and his wife punctuate 
every new development in the case with 
Boris-and-Natasha routines. 

Eventually — thanks to Stoll’s 
obstinacy — all these agencies closed in 
on agroup of young West German pro- 
grammers, apparently freelancing for 
the KGB. By some standards (including 
those of Clifford Stoll’s friends), these 
guys were outlaw heroes, tweaking the 
established order for the sheer pleasure 
of their own ingenuity (and a fair 
amount of cocaine). To Stoll, despite 
his counterculture background, the 
computer-crackers were not just in- 
truders, but ‘‘varmints’’ and ‘“‘scoun- 
drels.’’ Don’t ask how to “‘audit some- 
one with system-level privileges,’’ he 
told the NSA; ask how to “‘trace an 
eggsucker back to his roost.” 

The computer world has never 
resolved the problem of privacy versus 
freedom. On one level, it’s comforting 
to think that people can break in. It 
means Big Brother is not in the ascen- 
dancy, or at least that computer sys- 
tems are not completely corruptible. 
On the other hand, as Stoll points out, 
shared computer systems are more like 
shared communities than like tools of 
secret police. When someone breaks in- 


~ to your files, it’s like someone breaking 


into your house. 

Stoll himself is living proof that a 
conservative is a liberal who’s had his 
computer broken into. But the nicest 
aspect of The Cuckoo’s Egg is that he’s 
nonpartisan. He writes clearly enough 
about both sides of the issue, and about 
the arcana of computer security, that 
even we non-technical types can follow 
the argument. In fact, his clarity and at- 
tention to detail put most professional 
computer writers to shame. Stoll 
doesn’t resolve the dilemma of com- 
puter security, in part because the 
dilemma is not ready to be resolved. As 
more and more of us work in shared 
computer systems, this debate will 
become more and more important. 
This astronomer who only reluctantly 
took on the role of computer security 
expert is the most articulate voice yet on 
the subject. a 





A MIXED DEBUT 


THE QUEEN OF OCTOBER. By 
Shelley Fraser Mickle. Algonquin 
Books of Chapel Hill, 301 pages, 
$15.95.

Most people who have taken a 
writing course have been told to 
“show, not tell;”’ that is, imply grand 
conclusions and motivations rather 
than spell them out. Shelley Fraser 
Mickle, who studied writing at Har- 
vard, among other places, has chosen 


not to heed this advice. 

Mickle’s debut novel, The Queen of 
October, concerns 13-year-old Sally 
Maulden, who, because of her parents’ 
“bust up,”’ is sent to spend a year with 
her grandparents in Coldwater, Arkan- 
sas. As befits the setting, there are 
classic elements of Southern literature 
here: Sally’s grandparents show 
touches of being Southern grotesques, 
and of course there’s some not-so- 
subtle racism covered over with a 
veneer of Southern gentility. 

Gentility is Sally’s grandmother’s 
driving force. Her worries include turn- 
ing Sally into a debutante and the fact 
that the local paper’s outhouses visible 
from her back porch, and is, therefore, 
going to ruin her annual Missionary 
Society luncheon. One of her bits of ad- 
vice is, ‘‘If you can’t be good, at least 
look like you are; half the time nobody 
would know the difference.’” When at 
a younger age Sally was caught playing 
marbles with the boys, her grand- 
mother broke out in hives. 

The bane of Grandma’s existence is 
being married to a small-town doctor, 
who is currently in trouble with the feds 
for falsely advertising his homemade 
medicine. The falseness of the claims is a 
matter of opinion: Neighbors believe in 
the medicinal properties and continue to 
come by, begging for doses. Grandma is 
not only horrified to be married to the 
object of a federal lawsuit; she’s bitter 
that she’s still living in Coldwater with a 
small-town doctor, rather than the big- 
time, powerful physician she anticipated 
he would become. 

But the novel really concerns Sally, 
and her adventures during her 
13-month stay in Coldwater. During 
this time she starts hanging around with 
Sam Best, whom Sally once heard pro- 
fess his love for her mother. Sally falls 
in love with him and begins imagining 
their impending marital bliss, once 
she’s old enough. Sam loves Sally, too, 
but as a surrogate for his estranged 
daughter, Sally’s mother and another 
long-ago but now-returned love. 

The main problem with the novel is 
Sally’s narrative. During the time 


-period covered she ages from 13 to 14. 


Now, I have a 13-year-old sister, and I 
can’t believe there’s a 13-year-old in the 
world who would come up with some 
of the proclamations credited to Sally. 
For example, my sister would never 
say, when comparing herself to butter- 
flies, that “‘They were like the strength 
that sat in me, new and unexpected, 
silent but felt.’’ 

Though the plot line is fairly in- 

teresting, and has potential for many 
funny or touching moments, Sally’s 
implausible cynicism detracts from the 
book as a whole. Rather than letting the 
reader feel, everything is pre-analyzed 
and presented in a dry manner. If Sally 
were a more vulnerable, kid-like nar- 
rator, it would be easier to empathize 
with her loneliness and desperation to 
““belong”’ to someone. 
__ Of course, Sally would grow a little 
cynical being bounced around, waiting 
for the courts to decide which parent 
gets custody of her, but if cynicism and 
psychoanalysis are to be such big fac- 
tors, why is the story set in 1958? Since 
that year has no real historic or political 
bearing on the story, ould assume 
Mickle was trying to © »ict a simpler, 
more innocent time ii America — a 
time when little kids n’t conclude 
that their grandmothe. s disposition 
was based on Grandma deciding that 
“She was being punished for his 
[Grandpa’s] inadequacies, not hers.’’ 

But the novel isn’t all bad. Mickle 
definitely has a way with evocative 
similes, such as a suppressed laugh that 
“sat on my lips like a high-diver poised 
and counting for courage.’’ This isn’t a 
minor compliment: Mickle uses a lot of 
similes, and most of them are dead on. 
And the story itself is interesting, if not 
very daring or original. It certainly 
would have benefited from a lighter 
touch and more faith in the reader’s 
ability to infer. a

She-Devil 

At 201 Ibs., Roseanne Barr 
takes nothing lightly. Conse- 
quently, when rich, famous, 
thin romance novelist Meryl 
Streep steals her financial- 
consultant husband Ed Begley 
Jr., Barr devises a four-point 
revenge designed to decimate 
Begley via his Home, Family 
Career and Freedom. She 
begins by blowing up their 
house and dumping their two. 
children on the lovebirds in 
Streep's pink mansion. Next 
she takes Streep’s mother out 
of a nursing home and lets her 
unload some telling facts on a 
magazine writer, starts a 
career of her own designed to 
destroy Begley, then lets 
justice take its course 
Director Susan Seidelman 
plays it all for laughs, which 
blunts the evil subtlety of the 
Fay Weldon novel and makes 
some of the situations offen- 
sive, but nothing can sully 
Streep's superb command of 
comedy through the most un- 
likely scenes. It's a marvelous 
comparison of first-rate acting 
versus the TV kind that makes 
you wonder which one’s the 
real she-devil. (Galaxy, SF; 
Oaks, Berk.; Showcase, Oak.) 


Henry V 

ls Kenneth Branagh to be or 
not to be the next Olivier? His 
version of Henry's so different 
it's hard to tell, and other 
questions will arise in 
audience’s minds. Unless you 
have a firmly rooted knowl- 
edge of the history of the time, 
the relationship between 
England and France is 
decidedly murky, ditto the 
reasons why Henry thinks and 
acts the way he does. That 
said, Branagh's adaptation of 
the Shakespeare classic is 
brilliantly acted by the likes of 
Chorus Derek Jacobi, who 
sets the stage in modern 
dress, lan Holm and Paul 
Scofield, but it is the women 
who give the dark film its 
brightness as Branagh’s real- 
life wife Emma Thompson, 
playing a French princess, 
with Geraldine McEwen as her 
maid, infuse it with exquisite 
humor in an all-too-brief but 
hilarious scene. As for the 
opening question, it’s been 
said that comparisons are 
odious and, since Branagh's 
only 28, let's forget Olivier for 
the moment and simply judge 
Branagh's work on its own 
considerable merits. (Bridge, 
SF.)

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OHN Moriarty, 
owner of the 14 
Karats custom 
jewelry store on College 
Avenue in Berkeley, designs 
JEWELS beautifully unique pieces of 
jewelry, each made specifi- 
cally for and in consultation with the client. He’s been 
doing it for 11 years, joined by business partner David 
Anderson in 1985. Although the four-person shop makes 
all kinds of jewelry, from $50 gold and gemstone earrings 
to $6,000, 1% karat diamond rings, 80 percent of 14 
Karats’ business is making wedding rings, and all of the 
work is done in-house. ‘‘A wedding ring is basically a 
religious artifact, and people should be involved in.the 
creative process that produces it,’’ explains Moriarty. 

Choose from traditional yellow, or white, green and red 
gold (alloys made by combing gold with nickel, silver or 
copper, respectively) and a large selection of gems, in- 
cluding stones as exotic as a rare ‘‘color changing’’ 
sapphire or a neopolitan-looking tricolor tourmaline. 

Their business is based on catering to the wishes and 
whims of their customers, and they have the war stories to 
prove it: The people who insisted that the 60-year-old 
craftsman engraving their wedding rings with runic writing 
wear a red shirt to ensure the runes would “‘take’’; the ‘‘real 
cheap”’ wedding band they whipped up in three hours for 
the couple headed to city hall in a hurry; the wedding band 
they melted down and reformed twice as a patron moved 
through two marriages and two divorces until she finally 
found arelationship (and aring) she liked. They even made 
asilver ‘‘reality check’’ bank draft bookmark for newsman 
Dave McQueen. 

These guys are basic cut-ups. Moriarty, portly and plaid- 
shirted, proudly sports the ugliest ties this side of Timothy 
Busfield — clash seems to be his fashion mantra. He dons a 
large velvet jester’s cap when performing nose or ear pierc- 
ing. The banter is lively and the atmosphere relaxed. They 
sometimes dispense cold beer on hot summer days and 
“famous eggnog”’ during the holidays for a little extra 
cheer. A bit different from the cookie-cutter pre-fab mall 
jewelry stores or the stuffier-than-thou traditional snitzy 
versions. So, if youcan think of any excuse at all, head over 
to 14 Karats for a browse, a chat and, if someone on your 
gift list is very fortunate, a purchase.

MENTOPOLY: 
A REAL-LIFE 
BOARD GAME 


IMAGINE THAT, due to whatever factors 
make these things happen, you find yourself 
experiencing more stress than you can cope 
with. This sets off a personal crisis, and you 
end up immersed in the mental health system, 
possibly in a hospital. If you're lucky, you 
receive the help that you need and then move 
on toward getting your life back in order. 
However, if you're unlucky, you can spend a 
long and frustrating time just trying to take 
the simplest step. 

For those of us who have never had to 
try and make our way through the mental- 
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health maze, ‘“‘Chance and Circumstance: A 
Mental Health Game”’ now on display at the 
Capp St. Project, gives a good idea of what 
that must be like. 

Curated by Johanna Poethig and produced 
by artists from the Northeast Lodge, a ‘‘three- 
quarter-way house’’ (as opposed to halfway 
house) for patients with psychological 
difficulties, the show features colorful murals 
and a floor-size board game called 
‘‘Mentopoly.’’ Set up much like Monopoly 
but on a bigger scale (including a pair of 
extremely large dice, which weren’t rolled so 
much as they were hurled), the game enables 
players to walk through situations in the 
mental-health system as they travel around the 
board. On their way, they might land on 
squares such as ‘‘Pay therapist $75,"’ **Go to 
Golden Gate Park,”’ or on the names of 
various halfway houses. Winning involves 
getting around the board without getting 
stuck in the hospital (or in some other part of 
the system with no way out.) 

On opening night, the group members 
performed the game for an enthusiastic 
audience. To begin, each player picked a 
“crisis card.’’ The crises ranged from 
“Stressed out over first date — forgot who I 
was’’ to a family reunion to ‘Thought I was 
Batman — tried to climb Coit Tower.”’ These 
were acted out by the group members, and 
then the players threw the dice and proceeded 
around the board. 

The point of ‘‘Chance and Circumstance” 
is twofold: It describes the mental-health 
system from the patients’ point of view, and it 
expands our view of what art is. Poethig 
explains that the show “‘extends the ideas 
about who makes art in our culture — it's not 
just for the elite aesthetic people or the elite 
political people.’’ The show is a part of a 
therapeutic process for the patients, but, as 

Poethig says, *‘It’s not just a cheesy therapy 
thing — it’s serious art.’” 

It’s serious art with humor — plus an 
enlightening glimpse into a world that most of 
us rarely see. 

“Chance and Circumstance: A Mental 
Health Game”’ is at the Capp St. Project, 
270 Mth St., SF, 626-7747, through Jan. Bth.

UST AS presents come in all 
shapes and sizes, so do the holi- 
day shows that arrivé each 
December. 
If you’re in the mood for a big 
- box of spun sugar goodies all 
done up in satin ribbon and Victorian 
wrappings, there’s always the Amer- 
ican Conservatory Theatre’s quintes- 
sential Christmas Carol at the Or- 
pheum. Or you can revel in the good 
humor and bright-shiny packaging of 
another local Yuletide favorite, The 
Pickle Family Circus Holiday Show. 
1989 has been an up and down year 
for the Pickles. A run at Fisherman’s 
Wharf last spring was a financial bust, 


but an East Coast appearance brought 
a morale-boosting (and justly de- 
served) rave review from the New York 
Times. Back in San Francisco, the cir- 
cus was turned out of its longtime 
Potrero Hill rehearsal space, but has 
almost convinced the city to provide a 
much larger studio in the old Poly- 
technic High School building. Allin all, 
things are on the upswing, but commu- 
nity support is needed. 

So if you didn’t catch the Pickles’ act 
earlier this year (or even if you did), 
their holiday run at the Palace of Fine 
Arts offers a fine opportunity to be 
charmed by them. What stands out 
most boldly here from shows in pre- 
vious seasons is the dominant onstage 
role of women. 

The ringmistress now is one Queenie 
Moon, the Duchess of Delirium (other- 
wise known as Joan Manken). Given to 
speaking in lisping malapropisms and 
clothed in flouncy flowered dresses that 
look like your mother’s old drapes, 
Queenie has the uninhibited comic 
presence of a Carol Burnett or an 
Imogen Coca. She also has a com- 
plementary adversary in Diane 








verre rene, 


Wasnak, a pint-sized young clown who 
plays a bawling baby, a homicidal skin- 
diver and a multi-instrumental sad sack 
with unflagging verve. The yin-yang by- 
play of Manken and Wasnak (especially 
in a skit about would-be hipster musi- 
cians) has real tang, and shows that 
women can be funny together without 
thoroughly trashing each other. 

Between comedy skits, the show’s 
first act features individual skill 
routines unified by a ‘“‘world mythol- 
ogies’’ theme — a nice way to cover the 
multicultural bases. The opening crea- 
tion myth number bounces along to 
Brazilian rhythms. A tightwire act by 
lovely Ayin De Sela has an Atlantis 
look replete with John Gibb’s whim- 
sical sea creature puppets. A nifty jug- 
gling bit updates the Pandora’s Box 
myth from ancient Greece. 

The second act is devoted to ‘‘Cafe 
Chaotique,’’ a silent comedy very 
much in the style of last year’s ‘‘Cafe 
des Artistes.” This winsome tale 
focuses on an amorous busboy, an evil 
hypnotist and his innocent daughter, a 
pair of drunken sailors — and a lot of 
other stock characters who just happen 
to be acrobats, trapeze artists and jug- 
glers as well. Though charmingly cos- 
tumed by Gail Russell and energetically 
performed by all, the skit goes on too 
long and doesn’t match the zip of what 
preceded it. 

Don’t hesitate to bring children of 
any ageto see the Pickles. The many sit- 
ting around meranged from toddlers to 
adolescents, and they. all paid close at- 
tention. Kiddies are not, however, en- 
couraged to drop in on Life on the 
Water’s double holiday bill of Jim 
Turner and Doug Skinner. 

Not that there’s anything particularly 
naughty about either Turner or Skinner. 
It’s just that only adults — and only 
adults in a certain bent frame of mind — 
might find what they do funny. 

Both these guys are former Bay 
Area residents; both specialize in that 
dry, ’80s style of self-referential per- 
forming that makes fun of the whole 
idea of performing. But there the re- 
semblance ends. 

Turner used to be the wild man of 
Duck’s Breath Mystery Theatre; now 
he’s a wild man on his own. He 
shouldn’t be up first (somebody room- 
temperature has to warm up for him), 
and he shouldn’t start off with a weak 
bit about a desperate, washed-up 
clown. In general the show is erratic, 
but if you hang in there, Turner re- 
wards you with some priceless insanity: 
a brilliant bit about a double-talking 
New Age ‘‘personal trainer’ who de- 
scribes himself as ‘‘a scientist, a jogger 
and an ex-lawyer,’” — an eerie back- 
stage psycho-biography of ex-rocker 
Gary Lewis (son of Jerry Lewis) and a 
memorable visit with burned-out Beat 
poet, Grudge Hansen. (He drives on 
the wrong side of the freeway ‘‘just to 
make a statement.’’) 

While Turner’s humor gets so ‘‘out- 
side”’ it almost doubles back on you, 
Doug Skinner is so “‘inside’’ he’s even 
stranger. 

In his three-piece gray suit, nerdy 
glasses, snappy bow tie and prissy man- 
nerisms, Skinner has all the stage piz- 
zazz of an officious accountant. He’s a 
vaudevillian Babbitt, whose dumb 
routines and relentless phony cheer 
would be unbearable if not for Eddie 
Gray — a cynical Charlie McCarthy- 
sized dummy who doesn’t take any 
guff. They’re a great team. 

At a richly amusing 45 minutes, 
Skinner’s show feels just about right. A 
deft lyricist and a quick man with a 
ukulele, his songs are especially witty 
— my companion called him a‘‘post- 
modern Cole Porter.’ Actually, it’s 
hard to know what era of American 
show biz and hypocrisy he’s satirizing 
— jabs at the NEA and flag-burning 
aside, Skinner’s pompous persona re- 
minds me of Robert Benchley in that 
classic °30s short, The Sex Life of a 
Polyp. But whatever he’s up to, he’s 
got it down. B 


Filmmaker 
Jim Jarmusch: 
‘My films are 
not about the 
story, they’re 
about the 


characters.’

IM JARMUSCH sums up his 
films in three simple words: 
“They’re just comedies.”’ And it 
makes sense, because this New 
York filmmaker’s less interested 
in an involving plot or a deep 
social message than he is in capturing 
the subtler details of everyday life. ‘‘I 
think my films are really about very lit- 
tle, kind of mundane things that hap- 
pen between people,’’ Jarmusch says 
over tea while on an whirlwind inter- 
view tour last October to promote his 
fourth feature film, Mystery Train. 
“‘They’re not about big dramatic con- 
flicts. They’re not intended to teach 
you a specific thing that you can sum 
up. They’re more like, cumulative.’’ 

Mystery Train, opening this week in 
the Bay Area, was shot entirely in 
Memphis, and financed completely by 
the JVC Corporation of Japan. It’s ac- 
tually three separate stories in one: A 
teenage Japanese couple on a tour of 
the South stops in Memphis to visit 
Graceland and Sun Studios; an Italian 
woman flies to Memphis to identify her 
dead husband’s body, and meets a 
young woman who’s just left her boy- 
friend; this same boyfriend and two 
friends get smashing drunk, accidently 
shoot a liquor store clerk and spend the 
rest of the night driving around town in 
a daze. While distinctly separate, the 
three stories are full of indirect connec- 
tions. Each story also happens at about 
the same time, and climaxes in the same 
seedy hotel. 

Born in Akron, Ohio, and educated 
at Columbia and NYU, Jarmusch first 
caught the public’s eye in 1985 with his 
second feature, Stranger Than Par-

adise, a low-budget, low-key comedy 
shot in grainy black-and-white. (His 
first, Permanent Vacation, went un- 
noticed.) Stranger got worldwide rec- 
ognition, placing him in a comfortable 
position between European intellectual 
cinema and Hollywood, and tipping 
off a renewed interest in American in- 
dependent feature filmmaking. Jar- 
musch followed Stranger with Down 
by Law, a somewhat more mature 
comedy set in New Orleans. It has more 
of an active story than Stranger — three 
men are thrown in jail by circumstance 
— but, like the earlier film, the focus is 
on the characters, not the story. 

It’s not hard to find similarities in the 
first two films, but because Mystery 
Train is shot in a very living color (again 
by Law cinematographer Robby 
Muller), and contains three stories in- 
stead of one, it comes off as a depar- 
ture. ‘‘My other films have been very 
linear. You start at a certain point and 
follow these characters through the 
whole film. This one differs in that it’s 
about simultaneity.’’ The three sec- 
tions fit together like a triptych, 
creating a larger story with an 
outsider’s perspective. 

The characters also go beyond the 
usual two or three men to include not 
only more people, but women, in 
prominent roles. Paradise and Law, 
Jarmusch says, have both been labeled 
““boy’’ movies. ‘‘At least in this one 
there’s a story with two lovers, a boy 
and a girl, and then there’s a story with 
two women anda story with three guys. 
So they can’t say any of those things. I 
got them all covered.”’ 

Since both T7rain and Law are set in 
the American South, it’s logical to 
assume Jarmusch has a fascination 
with the region. He does admit that he 
finds it exotic and romantic, ‘‘but it’s 
more the cities I’m interested in. New 


Orleans seems almost not part of the 
United States. Memphis is more 
‘American’ in a way, and yet it has a 
distinct mythology as being the birth- 
place of rock’n’roll, and as being a very 
important city historically in the civil 
rights movement. But I’d like to make 
films in other cities. I have one I’d like 
to make in Patterson, New Jersey.”’ 

Memphis is a fascinating place, and 
Mystery Train’s first story, with the 
two Japanese teenagers, works ex- 
tremely well as a beginner’s guide to the 
city, exploring it with the wide-eyed 
curiosity of two outsiders. But while 
there’s history on almost every street 
corner, it’s not, on first glance, a 
boomtown. If you’ve ever driven 
through it, you’d immediately notice 
that, though the downtown is refur- 
bished, most of the interior is pretty 
run-down. It’s acity whose heyday was 
years ago, and today is struggling to 
regain its feet. 

Jarmusch’s work has always roman- 
ticized America’s seedier neighbor- 
hoods and lifestyles, though he’s 
thankfully never achieved true glorifi- 
cation. True to form, Mystery Train 
was filmed mostly among the older 
buildings and on darker sides of Mem- 
phis. The results look great, capturing 
the beauty of these otherwise forgotten 
buildings, but the whole thing is almost 
too pretty. 

“T had that same worry too, that 
maybe the film became a little too man- 
nered, by the beauty of the composi- 
tions and light combined with the kind 
of intentionally seedy atmosphere of 
the city — which I like.’’ 

Though straightforward and un- 
forced, Jarmusch’s style does have a 
deliberate ‘‘cool.’’ Yet Train’s cool is 
grounded in Memphis culture. The 
hotel sets, for instance, may be overly 
beautiful, but they prove his eye for 


detail. From lamp shades to bedsheets 
to Elvis wallhangings, they’re like 
museum exhibits straight out of a 
Fifties diorama. ‘‘It wasn’t done in a 
studio, but in an abandoned boarding 
house. Those details were all put there 
by us. The hotel lobby we also decor- 
ated, but it was a real lobby.’’ 

Mystery Train may not be dirty 
realism, but it’s not glossy, either. Most 
of the film involves real locations, like a 
local inner-city bar and a very unhip- 
looking liquor store, both appearing in 
the film’s somewhat grittier third sec- 
tion. The men in the bar, as well, are 
real-life regulars there. ‘‘Those guys 
live in the city. The other characters 
kind of ethereally float over it.” 

Though Memphis is an easy place to 
gain inspiration for all sorts of stories, 
for Jarmusch, ideas don’t come from a 
place, time period or even a story. They 
begin with people. ‘‘I have to explain 
one thing,”’’ he says, like an English 
composition professor laying down the 
ground rules. ‘‘When I write these 
films, I start with actors I want to work 
with.”’ This is the bottom line in under- 
standing his work. ‘‘I start with notes 
and little details about characters. I 
don’t start with a story or structure. I 
let those come to me as I’m collecting 
the smaller details.”’ 

While mostly well received, some 
have found his characters troubling. 
Few make good role models, and few 
seem like they’d even make good 
friends. But this is deliberate. If the 
characters seem mundane and a bit flat, 
it’s due, he feels, to the viewer’s percep- 
tions of the personalities he’s portray- 
ing. Both Stranger and Law appear 
dark ‘‘because the characters are not 
motivated toward success or ambition, 
so there are no real morals to be derived 
from these stories. 

“I think we’re conditioned to want a 





heroic figure whom we’re supposed to 
identify with, which is the Raiders of 
the Lost Ark kind of guy. That works in 
the traditional way, where the film is 
about the story. My films are not about 
the story, they’re about the characters.”’ 
Who, he says, are far from perfect. 
“‘They’re not people you’re supposed to 
identify with completely. I do hope that 
you identify with little things that hap- 
pen between them. And I do hope you 
have connections with them because 
things that happen to them I think hap- 
pen to a lot of people. 

“When I work with the actors and 
develop the characters when I’m film- 
ing, I fall in love with my characters. 
It’s a kind of figurative love, but if you 
love someone and they act like an ass- 
hole sometimes, like Willy (John Lurie] 
in Stranger, that doesn’t mean you 
don’t like him anymore. That’s just 
part of his character. His friend Eddy 
[Richard Edson] sticks by him, and 
even though he’s an assholeto him, you 
realize that for Eddy, friendship means 
more than just irritating things some- 
one might do. So his friendship remains 
intact. This I feel is where, for some, 
these characters become troubling. But 
that’s true of real people. That’s true of 
your friends. I hope that my work is, 
for some people, refreshing.’’ 

Jarmusch’s characters, unlike many 
of Hollywood’s greatest heroes, stay 
with you and seem to grow long after 
the film’s over. “‘That in itself to me is 
optimistic, more so even than films that 
have a happy ending and it’s all tied up 
and the curtain closes. That’s like kill- 
ing off the characters. I want them to 
still be out there, even if, like in Law, 
they might get caught by the police and 
be back in prison. Or they may get 
away. I hope that when the audience 
leaves the theater, those characters are 
still living.’’ a

IFFERENTLY ABLED 
children feature promi- 
nently in two new films 
aimed at diametrically 
opposed audiences. My 
Left Foot is for grown-ups; it’s a 
serious, though not sentimental or 
morose, true story of a man who was 
born with cerebral palsy. I wouldn’t rec- 
ommend it to 12-year-olds on a first 
date. They’ll be happier with The 
Wizard, in which a 9-year-old boy, tem- 
porarily traumatized from having wit- 
nessed the drowning death of his twin 


~ sister, is withdrawn and nearly autistic. 


Both are thought of as morons by 
their peers but manage to develop un- 
usual skills; and thereby hang the tales. 

Films about the physically chal- 
lenged bring out the condescension in 
reviewers who, if they like them at all, 
become crusaders for them. Knowing 
the marketing struggle they face, these 
critics fall all over themselves not only 
with praise, but with rationalizations: 
“This isn’t a film about a handicapped 
person; it’s about... .”’ 

My Left Foot isabout ahandicapped 
person, how he meets some challenges 
and fails at others. It’s not depressing, 
because he ultimately achieves a great 
deal; but if you tend to look away from 
the physically challenged in public, 
you'll squirm in your seat all through 
Daniel Day-Lewis’ uncompromising 
performance. 

Taking over at the age of 17 from the 
likewise astounding Hugh O’Conor, 
Day-Lewis plays Christy Brown, who is 
born with cerebral palsy — the afflic- 
tion is named only once, in passing — 
and learns to write and paint with his left 
foot, his only functioning extremity. 

Or is it? We’re never told whether 
Christy is able to have sex, although we

see him falling in love with women and 
usually being rejected. Considering the 
film’s frankness on other points, there 
was no reason to leave us wondering 
about this one. 

Born in Dublin in 1932 to a mother 
(Brenda Fricker) who is even more of a 
baby factory than the average irish 
Catholic (13 of her 22 children sur- 
vived), Christy is presumed ignorant 
because of his inability to com- 
municate. His father (the late Ray 
McAnally) stands by him (‘‘He’ll go in 
a coffin before any son of mine’ go in 
a home’’) but leaves Christy’s care and 
feeding to his mother and siblings. 

It’s not until he’s nine years old that 
Christy picks up a piece of chalk with 
his prehensile toes and starts writing on 
the floor. The chalk is eventually re- 
placed by a paint brush and typewriter 
as he finds new avenues of self- 
expression. 

There’s no one “‘miracle worker”’ in 
Christy’s life; but aside from his 
mother’s constant faith, his greatest in- 
fluence is the doctor (Fiona Shaw) who 
starts working with him when he’s 19. 
In his mush-mouthed way he tries to 
send her away, but she counters, ‘“‘With 
speech therapy I could teach you to say 
‘Fuck off’ more clearly.’’ Is it any 
wonder he falls in love with her? 

Although Dublin appears amazingly 
handicapped-accessible, Christy faces 
countless obstacles and cruelties — in- 
tentional and otherwise — every day. 

The story is told in flashback from a 
charity benefit where he’s appearing to 
hype his book. While waiting to go on, 
he’s attended by a nurse (Ruth 
McCabe, a Holly Near lookalike), and 
he falls in love with her, too. 

His body twisted and constricted, his 
voice thick but still with a perfect Irish 
brogue, Daniel Day-Lewis gives a per- 
formance that deserves every award it 
has won and thoseit will go on to win — 
including an Oscar, if there’s any jus- 
tice. He makes you care about Christy, 
but doesn’t try to gloss over his flaws — 
which are numerous, even if justifiable. 

Day-Lewis makes the film worth see- 


ing, if you’re not too totally turned off 
by the subject matter. The rest of it is 
good, but not up to his level of achieve- 
ment. The other actors are fine, 
especially young O’Conor, who looks 
and acts enough like the star to be 
believable as his younger self. Debuting 
director Jim Sheridan is occasionally 
careless, as when he allows boom 
shadows to be seen in an early shot, but 
generally he tackles a difficult subject 
honestly and well. 

If you want to see great acting in a 
film that’s uplifting but not mawkish, 
you'll get a kick out of My Left Foot. 


HE WIZARDis amore success- 
ful vehicle for The Wonder 
Years star Fred Savage than his 
last feature, Little Monsters. 
Thirteen-year-old Corey (Savage) 
lives with his father (Beau Bridges) and 
older brother (Christian Slater), while 
his mother has custody of his trauma- 
tized 9-year-old half-brother Jimmy 
(Luke Edwards). Jimmy won’t say 
anything but ‘‘California,’’and he tries 
to run away at the drop of a hat.

They are extremely believable as 
father and son, and their bonding 
makes a sentimental subplot for this 
movie which is as pro-family as it is pro- 
family-theme-park, the climax taking 
place on the Universal Studios Tour. 
At a bus station the boys meet Haley 
(Jenny Lewis), a girl about Corey’s age 
who thinks she’s grown-up: “‘You got- 
ta be very adult to live in Reno.’’ Here 
they discover Jimmy’s hidden talent — 
he’s a video game wizard. It seems that 
Nintendo, the film’s other major

Because Starr was a consultant on 
the film, which is based on her autobi- 
ography, she emerges as a saintly figure 
who spells out the bad words in sen-

Les Miserables 

Made in 1957 but set in 1802 
France when a Frenchman 
could be condemned to five 
years hard labor for stealing a 
loaf of bread, this is Jean-Paul 
Le Chanois’ three-hour version 
of Victor Hugo’s classic. First 
the good news. Jean Gabin's 
first-rate as hardened prisoner 
Jean Valjean who escapes 
from prison after 19 years and 
has his life changed forever by 
a priest's kindness, Bernard 
Blier's impressive as a pitiless 
detective who's trying to track 
him down, as is anything-for-a- 
few-or-a-lot-of-francs Bourvil. 
Now for the lesser news. Not 
only is the film too long, Le ~ 
Chanois’ dated style all too 
often presents us with unac- 
countable events that are ex- 
plained either far too much 
later or not at all as he raises a 
dead prostitute’s child after 
taking her away from Bourvil. 
It’s all very complicated,

My Left Foot 
Extraordinary’s only one 
superlative for Jim Sheridan’s 
first-film re-creation of the true 
story of Irish Catholic Christy 
Brown. Born with cerebral 
palsy that allowed him only the 
use of his left foot, but with 
boundless passion for life and 
a vastly understanding, inde- 
fatigable mother, this is the 
never-sentimentalized story of 
his amazing rise to fame. 
Hugh O'Conor portrays him 
flawlessly as a young boy,

pionship at Universal Studios in a few 
days, with a $50,000 prize. Haley 
becomes the boys’ business manager as 
they try to finance the trip by betting on 
Jimmy’s skill. (Taking charge seems to 
be Haley’s M.O.) 

If this were a realistic movie, the kids 
would be doing a different kind of 
hustling to survive on the road; but it’s 
designed for families, so they just face a 
modicum of adversity. Those who prey 
on them go unpunished, showing that 
might makes right; hitchhiking and 
gambling are not painted as intrinsic 
evils in a film that can best be described 
as morally ambiguous. 

The question is raised at one point of 
Jimmy being jealous of Haley playing 
Yoko to his and Corey’s John and 
Paul, but it’s dropped without being 
resolved. Neither do we get an explana- 
tion of Jimmy’s fetish for building 
things out of any available materials 
(like Richard Dreyfuss’ mashed potato 
time in Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind, the theme from which is bor- 
rowed here without credit). 

The editing is sloppy in the climactic 
game, with times and scores on the 
soundtrack not matching those on 
screen; but otherwise The Wizard is 
well paced, certainly more exciting than 
Prancer for young viewers in search of 
live-action entertainment. 

The ultimate message (other than 
“Visit U——-—-I Studios’ and ‘‘Play 
N———o Games’’) is that nothing bad 
can happen if families stick together. 
Obviously the company that gave us 
the Back to the Futures has been travel- 
ing to the 1950s for inspiration. 
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“moral high ground.’’) 

Yes, Blaze is also the story of Earl 
Kemp Long, Huey’s younger brother 
who kept the dynasty alive through the 
1950s. Trying to get around the law that 
won’t let him succeed himself, he runs 
afoul of the voters; but we’re not sure if 
it’s because of his private life (i.e., 
Blaze Starr), his public policies (his op- 
ponents labeled him a “‘nigger-lover”’ 
when it was still advantageous to do so) 
or his stint in a mental institution (‘‘I 
ain’t crazy’’ was his campaign slogan). 

The screenplay by director Ron 
Shelton is not in the same league as his 
Bull Durham. Uncertain of whose 
story it’s telling, it sometimes drifts 
helplessly between them. With Paul 
Newman playing Long, there may have

been pressure to pad his part. He’s 
downright brilliant, walking a fine line 
bordering on buffoonery but never 
quite crossing it. 

Shelton has made an interesting but 
wise choice in filming Blaze as a com- 
edy. Despite the serious issues in- 
volved, no one who has never lived in 
the South could accept a true depiction 
of the flamboyance of the region’s poli- 
ticians at face value; it plays much bet- 
ter as Southern Gothic. 

Long boasted of being ‘‘the most in- 
vestigated man in Louisiana history — 
and proud of it.’’ He wasn’t afraid to 
make public statements like “‘I’ve never 
bought a congressman in my life. Irent 
em — it’s cheaper,’’ because he was a 
man of the people who knew all the 
voters by name. He shows his savvy in 
one scene where, under fire from 
whites for supporting a voting rights 
bill, he’s confronted by unemployed 
black health-care workers. He leads 
them to the nearest hospital and creates 
jobs for some of them by pointing out 
that white people are emptying ‘‘col- 
ored bedpans.”’ 

It’s not until a week before the elec- 
tion that the Blaze Starr issue comes to 
a head in a contrived, unnecessary se- 
quence. She only has to go away to visit 
her family for a few days, as she ulti- 
mately does, but first there’s some silli- 
ness about her implying the relation- 
ship is over. 

Blaze has some false endings, be- 
cause one defeat doesn’t mean the end 
of Earl Long. He bounces back to run 
for congress, and — well, the old bob- 
cat still has a surprise or two for you. 
The people who walk out during the 
closing credits — about 98 percent of 
the average audience — will miss a 
special treat at the end: a recording of 
the real Earl Long in a radio interview. 

Newman is about as good as he gets, 
finally playing a man who looks as old 
as the actor actually is. The jury’s still 
out on Davidovich. If she doesn’t quite 
convince us Blaze is as wonderful as the 
script claims — well, neither could 
Mother Teresa. Her part of the story 
could be called Gidget Takes It Off. 

The only anachronism I caught was 
the song ‘‘Hey There” being sung a 
couple of years before it was written. 
Aside from a mild case of scripto- 
phrenia, Blaze has been well-filmed. 
It’s never less than entertaining, and 
often a whole lot more. 


HE ANTI-VICTORIAN sex- 
uality of Emile Zola meets the 
modern sexual politics of Yugo- 
slavian director Dusan Makavejev in 
Manifesto, which he adapted from 
Zola’s story ‘‘For a Night of Love.” 
Though the dialogue is in English, the 


setting is a small Central European 
monarchy in 1920, where things are set- 
tling down after World War I. 

Where there’s a ruler there are revo- 
Jutionaries, and Makavejev enjoys 
mocking both sides. Most of all he en- 
joys sex. Woody Allen said, “‘Sex is 
dirty if-you’re doing it right,” and 
Makavejev hasn’t lost that spirit. 

Meeting as strangers on a train are 
Svetlana (Camilla Soeberg), a young 
femme fatale with a gun in her undies 
who is returning home to Waldheim for 
a visit; and the handsome but slightly 
oily Avanti (Alfred Molina), head of 
the country’s not-so-secret service 
whose covert operations are as blatant 
as those of the Waldheim police, 
headed by Hunt (Simon Callow). 

Avanti is smitten with Svetlana, as 
are all men who see her. Christopher 
(Eric Stoltz), the postal clerk, has had a 
crush on her since they were in school 
together. At night he watches her from 
his window across the way and sere- 
nades her on his flute, a one-man Svet 
band. Taking the more direct approach 
is Emile (Rade Serbedzija), a servant in 
Svetlana’s house who abused her as a 
child. They slap each other around 
before making love. In the morning she 
comes on to Martin, the naive stable 
boy. (Just so they don’t do it in the 
stable and scare the horses. .. . ) 

Somewhere in the midst of all this, 
half the people are plotting to kill the 
king when he visits Waldheim, and the 
other half are plotting to prevent his as- 
sassination. Two schoolteachers are ar- 
rested and taken to a sanitorium where 
political dissidents are imprisoned and 
tortured. The king’s visit is the occa- 
sion for more sex and death, while life 
goes on for the living. 

Dusan Makavejev began his direc- 
ting career some two decades ago on 
the cutting edge, but in recent years he’s 
moved backward rather than forward. 
Manifesto is far from his best work, but 
it’s a pleasant romp that delights in 
breaking down barriers, even if they no 
longer exist. 


ISERABLES IS the word for 
M Jean-Paul Le Chanois’ flat 

1957 filmization of Victor 
Hugo’s Les Miserables. A lavish pro- 
duction for its time and place, this tale of 
revolution shows why the French film 
industry was ripe for revolution — the 
New Wave arrived two years later, and 
not a moment too soon. 

A narrator reads what seems like half 
of the 1,463-page novel as we watch 
Jean Gabin’s stolid performance as Jean 
Valjean, the ex-convict who amasses a 
fortune but retains a social conscience 
and sense of justice. He’s hounded by 
Inspector Javert (Bernard Blier), who 
wants to return him to prison for life 
over the theft of a single coin. Gabin was 
the French Spencer Tracy in many films, 
but here he acts more like George Raft. 

Valjean takes responsibility for rais- 
ing Cosette, daughter of Fantine, a pros- 
titute who dies a victim of social condi- 
tions. He has to buy Cosette from her 
paid guardians, the villainous 
Thenardiers, who cheat rich and poor 
alike. Bourvil gives the film’s sole in- 
teresting performance as Thenardier. 

The grown Cosette falls in love with 
Marius (Gianni Esposito), a bourgeois 
student who becomes involved in revo- 
lution in Paris in 1832, a dry run for 
1968. Even the fighting at the barricades 
and subsequent pursuit through the 
sewers are rendered without excitement. 

No one would have believed in 1957 
that the theater would one day produce 
a more ‘“‘cinematic’’ version of the 
same story — anda musical at that. The 
film’s revival has obviously been occa- 
sioned by the Les Miz mania that’s 
sweeping the Bay Area, but their 
relative merits are a fine example of the 
maxim, ‘‘You get what you pay for.’’ 
Seats for the show at the Curran may 
cost eight or nine times as much as 
movie tickets, but the stage production 
is at least that many times better than 
the film. a

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duced by Sound Affects, came during a 
fact-finding trip for an upcoming 
documentary television series on im- 
provisation. His first Bay Area ap- 
pearance in ten years, it was an awesome 
display of spontaneous creativity that 
will be remembered for another ten. 

Bailey’s music is not easily grasped 
or digested. It has very few traditional 
anchors to which the listener can cling 
while it moves at a breathtaking pace 
through the seas of Bailey’s imagina- 
tion. But even though he takes an in- 
trospective and abstract approach to 
making music, the scholarly-looking 
Bailey imparts an immediate warmth 
and dry sense of humor that is often 
missing in ‘‘new music’’ concertizing. 
He was just easing into a boggling 
series of chiming harmonics and angu- 
lar riffs when the horn of the nine 
o’clock train echoed through down- 
town Oakland. ‘‘What was that?’’ 
Bailey murmured. When it blew 
again, he smiled and said, ‘‘Great 
amplifier.” 

“‘T usually play until I’m exhaust- 
ed,’’ Bailey explained between the two 
improvisations of his first show. ‘‘In 
fact, that’s the general overall pattern, 
from optimism to exhaustion. I’ve 
found that my point of exhaustion 
comes before the listeners’ point of ex- 
haustion. No, no, I’ve got that wrong, 
it’s the other way around.’’ He then 
unpacked and set a travel alarm clock 
so that he would remember to stop in 
time to do a second show. 

In three solo segments — ranging 
from 16 to 20 minutes, and alternating 
with sets by or with Bay Area im- 
provisor Jin Hi Kim — Bailey drew 
from a dazzling arsenal of techniques 
to create dense note clusters, delicate 
arpeggios, expressionist outbursts, 
original timbres and subtle dynamics 
beyond the ken of most musicians. 
Anything that might sound like an ac- 
cident in the hands of a conventional 
guitarist was a deliberate stroke of 
genius from Bailey. Each passage, no 
matter how fragmentary, was a brilliant 
mini-concerto. 

In an example that more guitarists 
could follow, Bailey played at extremely 
low volume, using foot pedals to mani- 
pulate tiny but extraordinarily effective 
increments of ampliciation. His passion 
for. the expressive possibilities of 
sound was infectious, even if the 
source of his inspiration was un- 
fathomable. And like Cecil Taylor at 
the piano, Bailey demonstrated a 
peerless technical facility, indicating 
that at any given split-second he could 
do absolutely anything he wanted with 
his instrument. 

Jin Hi Kim opened the show with 20 
minutes of intriguing improvisation on 
the komungo, a large, traditional 
Korean six-stringed instrument played 
across the lap. The fingers of her 
left hand danced like tight-rope

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DEREK BAILEY. At Koncepts Cul- 
tural Gallery, Oakl. Sunday, Dec. 10th

OMETHING STRANGE 
happens when Derek Bailey 
sits down to play the guitar. 
An instrument with such 
solid foundations in rock, 
jazz, folk and classical music suddenly 
breaks away from all its moorings. It 
looks like the same animal — in this 
case an old hollow-bodied Epiphone 
— with six strings and a neck. But as 
soon as Bailey presses the fingers of his 
left hand along the frets and applies a 
flatpick or the fingertips of his right 
hand to the strings, the guitar takes a 
quantum leap into a completely dif- 
ferent zoo, wherein dwell such alien 
creatures as Cecil Taylor’s piano and 
Anthony Braxton’s saxophones. 
Bailey is the father of modern, free- 
ly improvised guitar, a lofty title for 
someone most people have never even 
heard of. The 59-year-old English 





musician has been shattering defini- 
tions for more than 25 years, inspiring 
entire movements, mostly in Europe 
and Great Britain, but with significant 
anarchic ripples in the United States. 
He has predecessors in the tradition of 
jazz improvisation, from Charlie 
Christian through Jim Hall, and 
Bailey once played in similar styles for 
studio sessions and nightclub perfor- 
mances, But long ago, with such 
cohorts as drummer Tony Oxley and 
bassist Gavin Bryars, he divorced 
himself from the time signatures, 
chord structures and melody lines that 
are commonly used as starting points 
in jazz. 

In the past three decades, Bailey has 
co-founded a musician-owned record 
company, Incus, written an influential 
book, /mprovisation, organized an- 
nual ‘‘Company”’ collaborations and 
played with an international array of 
like-minded musicians, including 
Evan Parker, Anthony Braxton, Lee 
Konitz, Steve Lacy, Han Bennink and 
Dave Holland. Bailey’s recent concert 
at Koncepts Cultural Gallery, pro- 


walkers along the three strings that 
traverse a _ series of bridge-like 
frets, while with her right hand she 
struck and plucked with a stick. Kim is 
an elegant and confident musician, 
focusing intently on her task of bend- 
ing notes and shaping new structures 
from an ancient musical tradition. In 
the second show, she joined Bailey for 
two duets, first on the changgo, a two- 
headed Korean drum, then on komun- 
go. Many musicians might be intimi- 
dated by Bailey’s towering talent, but 
Kim was undaunted and managed to 
fit right in with the elder’s scratchy 
rhythms, scraping noises and un- 
predictable intervals. In turn, Bailey 
tuned in to Kim’s Asian-based 
wavelength with remarkable sensitivi- 
ee 

Sometime during Bailey’s first im- 
provisation, Oakland improvising 
guitarist Henry Kaiser, an avowed 
Bailey disciple, commandeered my 
notebook and scribbled, ‘‘Rhetorical: 
What questions does this ask you?”’ 
My only response was that we were 
hearing answers to questions most of 
us don’t even know how to ask. a 
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familiar sounds. 


John Oswald, Plunderphonic 
(Mystery Laboratory) 

In his Toronto studio (and briefly in Henry 
Kaiser's Oakland ‘‘garage’’), John 
Oswald has achieved the pinnacle of the 
1980s cut-and-paste aesthetic. This not- 
for-sale, CD-only project plunders the - 
sonics of two dozen musical artists, re- 
arranging, remixing, restructuring, literal- 
ly re-creating famous works of recorded 
music. ‘‘If creativity is a field,’’ Oswald 
says, “copyright is the fence.’ So he 
jumps or smashes the fence and frees 
the imprisoned spirits of the Beatles, 
Captain Beefheart, Bing Crosby, Elvis 
Presley, Dolly Parton, James Brown, 
Public Enemy, Metallica, Count Basie, 
Cecil Taylor, Ludwig Van Beethoven, Igor 
Stravinsky, the 101 String Orchestra and 
others, from their magnetic tape corrals. 
Oswald goes way beyond the joky or 
beat-heavy sampling of rap, although he 
gets off a good many jokes, such as 
gradually slowing down Dolly Parton's 
“The Great Pretender”’ vocal to raise 
compelling questions of gender iden- 
tification. And he recombines beats into 
new multilayered textures that ex- 
trapolate from and are often more 
fascinating than the originals. 

Through his meticulous techno- 
wizardry, Michael Jackson's ‘‘Bad"’ 
becomes infinitely more dense than 
Quincy Jones’ overamped production; 
famous Beatles dreamscapes are trans- 
formed into new but familiar hallucina- 
tions; ‘‘White Christmas” turns into a 
blurred watercolor; Elvis gets a hip back- 
up band; Don Van Vliet and Cecil Taylor 
sound logical; Liszt, Verdi and Bix 
Biederbeck become post-modernists 

No form of music is immune: 
Everything old is new again. The implicit 
philosophy is that once music is in the 
air, it no longer “‘belongs’’ to its maker; it 
is fair game for revision from any angle. 
Thus the disc carries the printed mes- 
sages that ‘Any resemblance to existing 
recordings is unlikely to be coincidental”’ 
and “‘All copying, lending, public perfor- 
mance and broadcast of this disc permit- 
ted."’ To skirt around copyright laws, 
“This disc is absolutely not for sale."’ 
Oswald gives this CD away and notes, 
“No attempt is being made to derive 
revenue from this project. It's purely a 
gift to interested listeners." If you can 
secure a copy — Oswald apparently pro- 
duced only 1,000 — you may never hear 
music the same way again. Send in- 
quiries to Box 727 Station P, Toronto 
M5S 2Z1 Canada, and include a self- 
addressed envelope with Canadian 
postage or International Reply Coupon.

Greg Brown, One Big Town (Red 
House)

following as a Prairie Home Companion 
kinda guy, (folkie, sensitive and all that), 
Greg Brown takes a hardened stance at 
the tail end of the Eighties. He opens his 
sixth Red House album with a deceptive- 
ly simple indictment of a certain self- 
centered, greedy generation and ‘The 
Way They Get Themselves Up,”’ and 
continues to fuse a combination of 
angrier lyrics and more aggressive 
music than old fans might expect. 

Brown's rock and folk-rock, cranked 
out by a five member band of guitar, 
keyboards, bass, drums and saxophone, 
is pretty straightforward and derivative, 
somewhere in the general neighborhood 
of Dire Straits, Bruce Springsteen and 
Richard Thompson. It doesn’t sound like 
anything new, but it fits Brown's gruff 
vocal style and provides a familiar 
setting for words that should be heard, 
His central messages — ‘‘Just Live,” 
“One Big Town,” “One Cool Remove,” 
“Things Go On," ‘America Will Eat You’’ 
— are often stated in terms that are un- 
comfortably blunt, radically undercutting 
the notion of complex, singer-songwriter 
song-poetry. Recurring themes include 
the cancerous effects of money and 
power, the challenge of escaping the 
chain of cause and effect to live simply, 
and the seemingly endless search for a 
safe haven in the material world. If all 
that sounds commonplace in the context 
of today’s socially-conscious pop, Brown 
somehow makes it burrow under your 
skin, drawing you back to One Big Town 
to scratch the itch. (PO Box 4044, St.

The Jayhawks, The Blue Earth 
(Twin/Tone) 
Anyone who likes early Neil-Young, the 
Byrds and Gram Parsons will connect ~~ 
immediately with this excellent country- 
rock LP from Minneapolis’s Jayhawks. 
Songs like ‘Two Angels,"’ ‘Five Cups of 
Coffee” and ‘‘Sioux City’ aren’t so much 
updated versions of the Flying Burrito 
Brothers as long-lost artifacts: found 
music, so to speak, That's not to say 
there's anything old-fashioned or back- 
wards about the Jayhawks; rather, 
there’s something simple — sweet, even. 
Lead singer Jim Olson and guitarist Jim 
Louris have a beauteous BoDeans-like 
harmony thing going, but the songs here 
are way better lyrically than the 
BoDeans can even dream of, full of real 
longing, pure sadness and a slight but 
sure take on love and nature that’s 
positively uplifting in between times. The 
fact of the matter is, riffy 12-string, cut 
through with slow harmonica leads is a 
far, far better thing than the poppy jangle 
that's riddled the Amerindie scene for 
the last decade. If you like new country 
music, then The Blue Earth will be your 
find of the year.

At first glance, Jayne Shor’s 
paintings and assemblages look 
intimidating and impenetrable.
